Wharlefle thing then to 
belecue and be ſaued 2 How canſt thou beleeue & wilt 
not heare > Thy prayers are friuolous vnto God, if thou 
denieſt to heare God : He muſt firſt heare God,thatwill 
be heard of God. I haue heard quietly all thy vpbrai- 
dings , reproofes and derifions : as when thou ſaydft 
Iwas a drunkard, and poſleſſed with a diuell, thatI caft 
out diuels by the power of Bee/zebub the Prince of the 
diuels : that | blaſphemed,was mad,and knew not what 
I ſpake; Nor was I any more offended with theſe contu- 
melies,then when thou calledft me the ſon of a Carpen- 
ter. IfI giue careto all your bitterneſle , will not you 
vouchſafe me a little audience when I blefſeyon. 

| O leruſalem, leruſalem, that ſtoneſt, and attonieſt thy 
Prophers with thy peruerſneſle, that lendeſtſtonie eares 
xothy Teachers, and with thine yron breaſt, dravveft 
yneo thee nothing but the Adamant of Gods anger, 
what ſhall I doe to mellific thee > The raine mollifierh 
J8i13 , hard 
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hard ſtones, O that the ſtormy tempeſtof my Teares 
raight ſoften thy ſtony heart. Were it not harderthen 
ſtone, ſure ere this I had broken and bruſed it, with th 


often beating of my exhortations vpon it. 
Moſes ſtrooke the Rocke and water guſht out of it, 
I (that am greater then Moſes ) haue ſtrooken you with 
threats, and you haue not mourned. Oye heauens, be 
amazed at this, be afraide and vtterly confounded : 
people haue drunke our of aRocke in the Wilderneſle, 
and euer fince had Rockie hearts. Yetwill the Rockes 
tremble when my Thunder falls vpon them. The Ma- 
ſon with his Axe hewes and carues them athis pleaſure. 
All the thunder of judgements which I ſpend on this 
ſtony leruſalem, cannot make her to tremble or refraine 
from toning myProphets.Should I raine ſtones vpon her, 
with them ſhee would arme her ſelfe againſt my holy 
ones. Little doth ſhe conſider, that all my Prophers are 
Embaſſadours,and the wronging of an Emnbaifadour a- 
moneg(t mortall men, is the Vang ofthe law of Nati- 
ons; which breach or wrong, no King or-Monarch but 
(at his corronacion) is ſworne to reuenge. If earthly 
Kings reuenge any little wrong done to their Embaſfa- 
dours , how much more ſhall the King of all kings , 're- 
uenge the death and {laughterdomof his Embaſladors ? 
'The Angels in heauen, as they are the Lords Embaſſa- 
dors, (in regard of their owne fafery) would profecute 
it, though he ſhould ouer-ſlip it. The diuell tharvſerh 
daily to follicite the Murtherers owne conſcience for 
vengeance againſt himſelfe, will hee ſpare ropurtthe 
Lord in minde. of his auncient decree, A minrtbererſhall 
not liue.God ſaid vnto Cain, The woice of thy brother Abels 
blood, cryeth to me out of the earth: that's, not only Abels 
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owne blood, but the blood of all rhe ſonnes that were 
to iſſue from his loynes, cry varo me our of the earth. Ic 
is ſayd in the 6. of Geneſis, whoſocuer ſhall ſhedde hamaine 
bleod,his blood ſhall be ſbed likewiſe. Eye for eye, ana tooth 
for tooth, much more life for life ſhall be repayd,and this 
equity or amends , the verieſt Begger or contempribleſt 
creature on the earth ( cutte off before his time ) ſhall be 
ſure: to hauec. If I doe them right , that in their owne 
enmities lauiſh their lives, ſhall Llec their blood beetro- 
denco durte vnder foote, and bee blowne backe by the 
windes into the crannies of the carch, ( when it offers to 
ſprinkevp to heauen) who in my ſeruice ſpende their 
hues. Army head Ieruſaiem threw ſtones when ſhe ſto- 
ned my Heralds. Who ſtabbeth or defaceth the pic- 
ture ofs King , but would doe the like ed the King him- 
ſclfe.if he might doe it as conueniently. Euery Propber 
or meſſenger fromthe Lord, repreſentcth the perion of 
the Lord, as a Herald repreſen eth his Kings perſon, and 
is the right picture of his royalty. 

O Ieruſalem, Jeruſalem, what thou haſt doone to the 
leaſt of my Prophets, thou haſt done vnto mee likewiſe: 
My Prophets thon hat ſtoned, me likewiſe thou haſt toned, 
and with-ſtood. Thevery ones inthe ſtreete (hall ryſe 
vp in judgement againſt thee. 

'Bythe old Law, he that had blaſphemed, reuiled his 
Parents, or commited adultery, was fond ts death by 
the Prophets and Elders; Thou haſt blaſphemed, re- 
uiled thy ({pirituall ) Parents, commirted adultery with 
thine owne abhominations: aud loe , contrariwiſe thine 
Elders and Prophets thou foneft ro death. CanlI ſee this 
andnorriſc vp in wrath againſt thee ? For thisſhalcrhou 
grinde the foresin the Myll with Sampſon , and whet = 
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teeth vpon the fones for hunger : and ifthqu askeſtany 


man bread,he ſhall giue thee foxes to cate. The dogges 
ſhall licke thy blood on the foxes like /rzabels; & nora 
Fone be found to couer thee when thou art dead,” One 
one of thy Temple, ſhall not be left vppon another rhar 
ſhall not bee throwne downe. The #one which thy foo- 
liſh Builders refuſed, ſhall be made the head /zoxe of the 
corner. Your harts ( which are Temples of ſtone )I will 
for-ſweare for euer to dwcll in. There ſhall be no Dawid 
any more amongſt you, that with a ſtoxe ſent out of a 
ſling, ſhall ſtrike the chicfe Champion ofthe Philiſtimes 
in = for-head ; And finally , you ſhall worſhip ſtackes 
and ſtones,for | will be no longer your God.O [erbfealew 
leruſalem, all this (hal! be-tide thee , becauſe thowſtoweſt 
the Prophets,and ki'le/t them that are ſent vnto thee. 

The Fathers haue eaten ſower-Grapes, and the Chyldrens 
teeth are ſet on edge : your Fathers tooke hard courſes a- 
gainſt the Prophets , k:lied thoſe] ſent vnto them; Andif 
you had no other crime, but that you are the ſonnes of 
them that killed the Prophets, it were too to ſufficient 
for your ſubucrſion , but you your ſelues have ſtoned the 
Prophets , and killed thoſe 1 ſemt vuto you, not onely you 
yonr ſclues,but your ſonnes (for this ſhall be pur to the 
edpe of the Sword. 

The blood-thirſty & deceitfullman ſhall not liue out halfe 
his dates. who ſirikes with the ſword , ſhallperriſbwith the 
ſword. He that but bateth his brother is a homicide. What 
is he then that ſlayeth his Brother ? Nay more , what is 
he thar ſlayeth Gods Bruther? Not one that beleeuerh 
in me,and doth my wil, but is my Brother and Siſter. In 
ſlaying them that are ſent to declare the wil of God,you 
refit the will of God,and are guilty of all their damnati- 
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ons which are'yet vnconuerted, whom liuing , thetr 
preaching might haue reduced. The violating of any of 
the Cemmandements is death, Thos ſbalr not kill,is one 
ofthe ptincipall Commaundements : your fault at the 
firſt ſight deferueth! Hell-fire. What doe you bur pro- 
claime open warre againſt heauen,when you deſtroy or 
ouer-throwe- any of the Temples of the holy Ghoſt 2 
{which are, mens bodies. ) They are the Tabernacles 
which'the Lord hathchoſen (by his Spirit) ro dwell in. 
Bur che bodies of my Saints and Prophets ( vvhich you 
ſlay and ſtene)are no triuiall ordinary Tabernacles,ſuch 
as Peter my Diſciple,would hauec had me to make in the 
Wildernefſe, for Moſes, Elias and my ſelfe, bur Taber- 
nacles like the Tabernacle at /eruſalemywhere I hauc or- 
dained my nameto be worſhipped . Their words as my 
words I will haue worſhipped ; Their heads are the 
Mounts from whenceT ſpeake to you in a holy flaine,as 
co your fore-fatherswandring in the deſert. 

I have toldeyou herc-to-fore they are the Salt of the 
Earth , with whoſe Prayers and Supplications , if this 
maſſe of ſinne were not ſeaſoned, it would ſauour fo de- 
teſtably in Gods noſtrils, hee were neuer able to endure 
it. They are the eyes and the !rght of the world, if the: eye 
loſe hislight , all the whole body is blind; and hence it 
camethat they were ſurnamed Seers, tor they only forc-

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Was Caine a Vagabond on the face of the earth for 
killing but one Abe@ tenne thouſand iuſt-Abe/rhaue 
flaine, that were more neere, and oughtto haue beene 
more deere to you then Brothers, andſhall I nor deſti- 
tute your habitationfor it, & ſcatter you as vagabonds 
through-out the Empires of the world.> As you haue ' 
made no conſcience to' ſtone my Prophets, and ſlaythem T1 
ſent vnto you, ſo ſhall theſſtrange Lords that leade you 
captine, and they amongſt whom many hundredyeers 
| youſhialfailitne, taken cofcience to caryourthroats 
for your treaſure, and give a/huridred of you together, 
to their Fencers and'Executioners, to-try their weas 
pons on for a wager , and winnemaiſteries with deepe 
wounding you.

p_ them; !t bids thee repent thee of the euillthou 
aſt committed , and thou doubleſt it; It bids thee ge- 
ther and gird vp thy loines cloſe, andrake the ſtafſe of 
Stedfaſtnes in thy hand , that if the fleſh and the diuell 
aſſault thee in the way,thou maiſt encounter them cora- 
gioully. "Inſtead of girding and gathering vp thy loines, 
thou vnlooſeſt them to all Iicentiouſnes;For the ſtaffe of 
ſtedfaſtnes , thou armeſt thy ſelfe with the broken Reed 
of -inconſtancy; and for incountering and contendi 
with the fleſh and the diuell , moſt flauiſhly thou kiſleſ 
and embraceſt them. h 
So thou thy ſelfe(I altogether loath) makeft my voice 
thy enemy. No friend ſo ftirme, bur by oft ill vſage may 
be made a foe.. No meruaile thou makeft me thy foe 
that art a foe to thy felfe. Hee that loweth ini vitiehaterh | 
bis owne ſoule : hee that hateth his owne fo zcanneuer 
'oue his neighbourzinſomuch as there is no man liuing, 
har can loue another better then himſelfe. If then his 
zeſt loue to himſelfe, be to hate himſelfe, his loue to his 
acighbour muſt be a degree lower, there is no remedie. 
The Law commaundeth, Lowe thy neighbour as thy ſelfe : 
And he fulfilleth the Law by hating his neighbour as 
himſelfe. 7/4 wnto you, Hee that hateth his netghbonr, is 
gniltie of the breach of all the conmaundements : whence it 
neceſſarily ariſeth , that hee vvhich loues not his owne 
ſoule, is guilty of the breach of al the commandements. 
Soule-hating , Apoitara leruſalem, that wouldeſtne- 
uer be e4theredinto any c: >:apaſſe of good life, Iheere 
| accuſe 
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accuſe thee as a Homicide of thine owne life,as a tran(- 

greffor ofall the commaundements,in hating thy ſelfe. 
The moſt vnfortunateſt is my fortune of any that euer 
lou'd, to loue thoſe, that not onely hate mee, but hate 
them-ſclues. 

O teruſalem , not the Infidell-Romanes , which ſhall 
inuade thee, and make thy Citty (now cleped a Citty of 
peace) aſhambles of dead bodies,teare down thy Tem- 

le, and ſette vp a brothel-houle in thy ſanctuary, nor 
they (I ſay) ſhall haue one droppe of thy blood laydeto 
their charge ,not one ſtone of thy Temple or SanQtua- 
ric, teſtificatory againſt them ; Thy blood ſhall be vpon 
thine owne head, whoſe tranſgreſſions, violently thruſt 
{words into their hands. Thy Temple and thy SanQuu- 
aric ſhall both cxy our againſt thy ſecurity for facriſedg. 
The Arke,wherein the Tables of couenaunt are layde, 
ſhall have the Tables taken away, and in ſted of them, a 
blacke Regeſter of thy miſdemeanures laid in it : yea,my 
Father (if all witneſſes ſhould faile) would ſtand vp and * 
article againſt thee himſclfe, how thou haſt driven him 
(with thy deteſtable whoredomes) out of his conſecra- 
red Swelling place. Othatthou knewcſt the time ofthy 
viſitation! O that thou wouldeſt haue beene gathered 
© together ! O that thou wouldeſt have had a care of thy 
ſelte , had care of me! I muſt be ſlaughtercd for thee,and 
ct worke no ſalvation for thee. One crofle alone(cruel 
feraſalem) is not able to ſuſtaine the weight of thine ini- 
quities : ten times I muſt be crucified ere thoubecler:- 
ſed. 

For ſinne I came to ſuffer , thy ſinne exceedeth my 
ſufſering It is too monſtrous a matter for my mercy or 
merits to worke on. It woundeth me more with medi. 
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ating on it, then all the Speaxes or Nayles can wounde 
_ are to paſſe through me. I wold quite renounce 
and for-ſweare mine ownefafery , ſo I might bur — 
from thee one thoughtofthine own ſafety. Carefull aniv' 
I for thee careleſſe. A pgaine,this renueth my vnreſt,char

cuſe,/hence is my tears) not a quarter,not the hundreth 
part of a quarter , not aword, not aſigh, not afillable. 
Neuer did Ilooke on ſuch a manifeſt vamasked leprous 
face , on apriſoner conuited ſo mute. Soreaml im- 
paſſioned for the ſtorme thy tranquillity is in child with. 
Good Ieremy, now I deſire withthee, thatThad a Cot. 
rageofway-faring menin the Wildernes,where I might 
leauc my people and liue,for they be all Adulterers,and 
a band ofRebels. 

ATormentor (that abiureth commiſeration ) when 
he firſt enters into the infancy of his occupation, would 
collachrimate my caſe, and rather chuſe to haue beene 
torrured himſelfe,them torment me with ingratitude as 
thou dooſt.

Ad- 
mirable'/talian tearc-eternizers, Arroſto,Taſſo & the reſt, 
nere had you ſuch a ſubie& ro roialize your Muſes with, 
Of a late deſtruQion of Jeruſalem, Taſſo thou wrot'ſt, 
wherein thy Godfry of Bullone the deſtroyer,beareth the 
chiefe part-of honour. A counterfcite MHe/pomene (in 
compariſon of this)was thy Muſes Midwife, when that 
child of Fame was brought forth. Letno man thinke to 
enter into this Hiſtory as he ſhould, buta conſumption 
of ſorrow will cut him oft erc he come tothe end. God 
forbid I ſhould be ſo Luciferows patſionatiue-ambijrious,

Forty yeares were expired after our Lords lifting vp 
into Heauen, when the Temple-boaſting Iewes, (clare 
in their owneſtrength) began to pretend a wearines of 
the Romane regiment, and couected to raigne entire 
Lords, ouer Jr tharraign'd oucr them. Eleazer, 
the Sonne of Anani the High-prieſt, was the firſt thar 
ſeminariz'd this hope of Fpniorzin and freedome 
amonegſt them. Proudly HEcentrolled Agrppe& all the 
other Licftenants, drouec them from their dignities to 
Rome to (ecke ſuccour and reſcue, and aokiuy ouerthe 
multieade, as rhe King and Farther of their liues. Inthe 
meane-while, the Element was ouer-hung with prodi- 
gies. GOD thought it not enough to haue threatned 
them by his Son,bur he emblazond the aire withthe to- 

| - kens 
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kens of his terror. No Starrethat appeared butſeemdto 
ſparkle fire. The Sun did'hine all day,as it is wont at his 
Euening going downe. The Moone had her pale-filuer 
| face iron ſpotted with freckle-imitaring bloud.ſprink-. 

lin gs: and for her dim froſty circle, ablacke inky-hood 
embayling her bright-head, 

Ouer the Temple (atthe folemne feaſt of the Paſle- 
ouer) was ſcene a Commer moſt coruſcant,ſftreamed & 
rayled forth, with gliſtering naked ſwords, -which in his 
mouth, (as a man in his hand all at once,) he made fem- 
blance as if hee ſhaked and vambraſht. Seauen daies ie 
continued, all which time, the Temple was as cleare & 
light in the nightas it had beene noone-day. In the 
Sanftun fſanttorum , was heard claſhingand hewing of 
l Armour. Whole flockes of Rauens, (with a fearetull 
"  crokingery,) beare, fluttred, and claſhe againſt the win- 
dowes. A hideous diſmall Owle, (exceeding all her kind 
in deformity and quantity,) in the Temple-porch builc 
her neſt. From vnder the Altar;there ifſued penetrating 
plangorus-howlings, and galtly dead-mens grones. A 

oodly young Heyfer,hald thither for a burnt offering; 
pom knockt dowacand ready tobe dreſt, miraculoMly 
ealited a Lambe; 

The facrificing kniues that diu'd into her entrailes, 
wold afterwards by no meanes be cleanſed, but from her 
bloud (as from mans bloud) rooke vnto them an vnre- - 
moueable ruſt. In the feaſt of Weekes, in theinner're- 
ceite of the Temple was heard one ſtarely ſtalkin vp 
and downe, and exclaiming with a terrible baſe hollow 
voice, Migremns hinc, Migremas binc,e Templo emigre- 
mus: Lervs go hence, Ler vs go hence, our of: this 
Templelervs hievs.

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Inke, perplex pale Paper , rumatize my Readers eyes, 
with the fad tedious recitall, of all che prognoſtica-

to any one Writer of them, it would aske a Booke 
alone. Some few abreniated alleagements I will con- 
rent my ſelfe with, and ſo paſſe on-ward to more ne- 
ceſlary matter. 

Aboue, and beſides,the Propheticall apparitions,in, 
over, & about the Temple,in the Citry there happened 


no leſſe note-worthy predifions. The Eaſt gate thereof 


which was all yron,and never wont to be Opened vnder 
' twenty men together, (the dry ruſty crecking of whoſe 
hookes and gymmes as it was inthe opening, wight be 
heard a mile off,) now, of the owne accord, burll wide 
ope, and being ope, was twiſe more hard then before to 
be ſhur. A baſe mechanicall fellow there was, ſprung 
out of the mud of the Communalty , who for foure 
yeares together before the warres begunne, went cry- 
ing vp and downe, woe to Jeruſalem and the Santtuary 
thereof, woe to enery living thing that breatheth therein, 
The wars once entred,he got him on the wals,and often 
re-iterating his ſtale-worne note, adde thereunto, wee, 
and thrice woe to my ſelfe, and with that, ſtarta tone out 
of an Engine in the Campeand ſtoprt his throate. Many 
monſtrous birthes at this inſtant were brought foorth:

The Element euerynight was embattailed with Armed 
men, {kirmiſhingand conflicting amongſt themſelues;

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leftine and Teruſalem, Our Sauiours ſteps are quite vn- 
ſanified inthem, and trodden out of ſent, by the irrup- 
riue ouer-trampling of the Romanes. A new ſtory of 
fleſh-manured earth haue they caſt vpon it, and _ it 
no more the walke of Saints and Prophets,but a poyſo- 

nous nurcery of Beaſts of pray and Serpents. 

O God, enlarge mine inuention and my memory,ſin- 
cerely and feelingly, to rehearſe the difornamenting of 
this mother of Citries. 

Vnderſtand that before the arriuall of Ye/ſpaſiar, there 
werein /ernſalem three faCtions.Eleazers,which was the 
fundamentiue and firſt, /ehochanans next, and Schimeons 
the laſt. Eleazer and /chochananhe vngodlicſt that cuer 
God made, Schimeon except, (and hee might well haue 
beene Schoole-maiſter to Cain or Judas,) hee was ſuch 
a grand Keyſar of cut-throtes. From the nobleſt of the 
lewes diſcended, but his Nobiliry erche came to it, by 
his degenerate conditions he forfeited. A man hee was 
that: made a mockery of all Lawes and Religion , and 
any thing which Authority forbad,moſt greedily would 
embrace:thinking,as the beſt Paſtures are hedged in;the 
beſt.Orchards wald about , the beſt Mettals hutche vp, 
ſo there was nothing excellent but was forbidden , and 
whatſocuer was forbidden, was excellent.For malice or 
hatred, he would nor ſtab or murder men ſo much, as 
againſt he had iuſt occaſion to ſtab or murder, to keepe 
his hand in vre. Hee held itas lawfull forhim , (ſince all 
labouring in a mans vocation is but getting,) to get 
wealth as well with his (word by the Highway fide, as 
the Laborer with his Spade or Mattocke, when all are 
bur yron;belides,as there is none hath any wealth which 
he getteth notfromanother , ſo deem'd he it as free for 

him 
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him as another, toget from other men; concluding, as 
there no better tittle to a Kingdome then conquelt, ſo 
there is no betrer claime vnto wealth, then by the con- 
queſt of a ſtrong hand to compaſle it. Adultery,Forni- 
cation, Drunkenneſle, no fin, but he would defend and 
offend in. 

; Forthe multitude of theſe and other his abhomina- 
tions, baniſht he was, and longer in /eru/a/em might he 
not rouſt : wherefore no poſſibility had bee to preuent 
beggery, or redeeme his eſtate, but by proclaiming (in 
all - where he came) the trade he profeſt; The Te- 

nure of his Proclamation was this. That if there were 

any, that had dudgen-old coughing miſerly Fathers 
they could not endure: If there were any that had repi- 
ning victual-ſcanting Maiſters, tyrrannizing neuer-the- 
lefſe for their work: Ifthere were any,that were Credi- 
tor-craz'd, and dead and buried in debt, and knew nor 
which way to riſe out of ir, let them repaire co him,and 
till Doomes-day they ſhould haue a proteQtion. Yea,if 
there were euera good fellow that lou'd a Harlot as his 

life, would haue Lerrers-patents to take purſes , had a 
deſire to kill and not be hang'd, would ſweare and for- 
ſveare for fingle-money,and had not ſo muchas a crum 
of conſcience to putinhis pottage,lerhim orthem what 
ere, reſort vnder his fandard, and their humors ſhould 
be maintained. 

Twenty thouſand of theſe dreggy lees of Libertines 
hiu'd voto him in a moment, whom he cleped the 
Flower of Chiluary: for they feared no man,& cared nci- 
therfor God nor the Diucll, With chem he burnt the 
greene Corne in the fields, pluckr downe Barnes and 
Srore-houſes, ſtubd vp Orchards and Vine-yards, and 
H 2 made 
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made deſolate hauocke where cuer hecame. 

To 1ruſalem (after much ſlaughter and ſpoyle) with 
this his Our-law Army he reachrt, & there enter-leagued 
himſclfe with Eleazar and Jehochanar. The firſt thing aft- 
ter their joyning they did, was the diſplacing of the 
Sanhadrin winich were the ludges, and three-ſcore and 
tennc Elders, and ſharing the gonernement equally 
amongſt rhem. Then the Sacrifice they filenced, put the 
High-pricſtto death, and conuerted the Temple to an 
Armory, Long could rhey notagree,bur as Empery ad- 
nuttethno mate-ſhip, ſo did they enuy one another, 
made heads againſt one another , mutually skirmiſhr 
with one another. Their enemies were without, bur 
within lurkt the plague that went through ſtitch. 

Twenry thouſand in one day, the internal ciuil ſword 


cate vp. The Edomites let in by Jehochanan , of the wel- 


thieſt Cittizens, flew cight thouſand and fiue hundred 
in one night. Heere begins the deſs/ation Chriſt prophe- 
cied, within and without vengeance beſtirreth hers 
withinirraged moſt,for within finne raigned moſt. Let 
mee ſucdainely waxe old and woe-wrinkle my cheekes 
before their time, by deſcribing the deplored effetes 
of their finnes wirhin. Firſt, for the de/olatzon of their 
ceremoniall Religion, ſome-thing [I haue ſaid already, 
but the ſumme of all was this,thar if any Prieſt ——— 
neere the Altar, the bloud of him and his offering was 


; blended together. The reuerent Ephods were made the 


flaughter-mens Aprons : many venerable Leuites they 
bound to the Altar by the haire of their beardes. The 
Veſtels of the houſe of the Lord , they purto vile vſes. 
Not any conſecrated thing but they arreſted and made 
booty of. Yong children, whom their mothers lcd 

in 
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in their hands along with them, to the Templeto offer, 
(inhumaine to be told,) they tooke and mercileſſe caſt 
into the ſacrificatory flame,and on the ſame Altar(after 
they were conſumed) moſt ſacriligiouſly rauiſht their 
Mothers. Some men (whom they could not otherwiſe 
draw into their danger) they would inuite totreity in 
the Temple, ſaying; There is the Tabernacle of the 
Lord,there is the Arke of his prelence,th-re it we ſhold 
draw our blades, it were abhoinination vn-remiſhble. 
Why d:{truſt you vs? ſuppoſe you vs to be withour 
GOD? carry wee not the covenant of our Father 
Abraham in our loines as well as you? By him that ow- 
eth this Temple wee fweare, and all myſtical!l tiches 
thereof, you ſhall depart thence vninoleſte4., Who ſo 
on their oaths, or their words afhanſt them, were fare 
to waſh the paucment with che belt iuice of their 
breaſts. 
Not onely thoſe that came to offer,but thoſe that bur 
offred to kneele in the Temple, they ran through. The 
Marble flore of it they made fo flippery, with their vn- 
reſpitcd,and not ſo much as Saboth-ceaſcd bloud-ſhed, 
and bowel-clinging fat of them that were ſlaine, thara 
man might better ſwimme tacn walke on it. The place 
without the Cirty where they carried their dung, and 
buried the entrailes of Beaſts,halfe ſo peſtilemily ſtunck 
not,as that ſtuncke with dung-hils of dead-bodies. The 
entry of the Court of the Lord, was changed toa ſtan- 
ding Lake of bloud. The filuer gates of the Temple,no 
more were gates for deuoute worſhippers to enter in at, 
but ſlimy lood-gares for thicke icllied gore to {luce our 
by. Who hath ſcene a Vaulte vnder a Church full of 
duſt-dicd ſculs, and ruſty dead-mens bones, might (at-

ter that groſſe ſireame of gore a little was turn'd aſide, 
and the bloud dryed vp,) rightly allude the Temple 
thereunto: for now it was no more a prayer-proſpering 
Houſe, but a pudly Vault of dead-mens bones, and caft 
out bodies kneaded to durt. Her Alablaſter wals were 
all furred & fome-painted,with the bel{praying ot mens 
braines dung outagainſt them. Her high roofe was min- 

le-colourd with mounting diops of bloud,thatſecru'd 
- ſoaking into it,to ſecke for paſſage co heauen, 

The ſiedge growing hor, the ſedirious hearts ſome- 
what quailed, andrhen they made ſhew as they would 
corre themſelues, as they would renounce their tu- 
multuous tyravies; And whereas lately before, they had 
depriued the High-prieſt both of life and office, now 
(diſſemblingly remorſed) they would needs in all haſt, 
in his roome ſet vp another, and by lots he ſhould be 
choſen. The lot tell vpon a Plow-man, or Carter, one 
Pani the ſonne of Penzel, and hee(not-with-ſtanding his 
ignorant baſeneſſe,and baſe rudeneſſe)as in a mockery, 
was inſtal 'd in that dignity. 

| Ir is not my intent ro runnea right out-race, through 
all the accidents of their reprobation, onely that which 
L lay downe, .is to ſhew how vnfallibly Chriſts words 
were fulfilled, as touching rheir renne times merrited 
deſolation.ludge all thoſe thathaue ſence of miſery,ere 
they haue occalion to vic itindiſcerning their own mi- 
ſeries , whzther this were not deſolation or no, The 
Lord atonerime viſited their Citty with thoſe foure ca- 

itall plagues, Fire, Famine,Pcſtilence, and the Sword. 
Firſt for ftie,thus he viſiced it: There were athouſand & 
fourc hundred Store-houſes , filled vp to the top with 
vicuall,Corne,Wine,and Oile, ſufficient to maintaine 
two 
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ewo hundred thouſand men for twenty yeares,all which 
by the Seditious was ſer on fire, and conſumed in one 
day.Diucrs gorgeous buildings they.cnflamed to ſmoke 
out their rich owners,8& many goodly ſtreets end-longs 
to rhe very earth they encindced : for nothing butto 
have more roome to bicker in. 

Encry corner of /eruſalc;y, had a voyce heard in it as 
in R44h,of weeping, mourning, & great lamentation, 
| Scarce could one friend in commoning heare another, 
forthe howling, wringing of hands, ſfobbingand yelling 
of men,women,and children. Heere lay they halfe dead, 
bayrting and bathinFin their wounds, and roaring and 
eare-rentingly exchaiming, for ſome melting-hearted 
man, to come and rid them out of their lingring living

Of thoſe that fled, a great number 
ſwallowed vp their Gold and their Iewels., which (be- | bu 
ing cleerely eſcaped) they ſought amongſt their excre- | the 
ments.But when by the CAramites,and Arabians, (Tirus| 
mercenary 
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mercenary Souldiers) it was perceiued,they ſlew them 
out-righr, and ript their bowels for their gold, and ſo 
leftrhem to the Eagles andRauens. Two thouſand by 
this couetiſe ſlept their laſt, The Princes of the Iewes, 
(which Titss as ſubmiſhoners and ſuccour-ſuers had re- 
ceived to mercy,) he ſtraightly examined on their alle- 

eance and fidelity, how many were dead in the Citty 
| na he firſt beleagured it: & the number was giuen vp, 
(namely of ſuch as were carried. forth atall gates tobe 
buricd, and wereſlaine in batrell,) ſeuen hundred thou- 
ſand, five hundred, ſeuenty and five, beſides many thou- 
ſands thar in the ſtreetes and Temple lay vnburicd, and 
were caſt downe into the Brooke Cedror. The whole

dred thouſand, all which in fourcteene monthes miſ

Sixetcene thouſand Tifus led priſoners to Rome,

were burnt and beaten downe. Of Dauzid, Salomon, or

| Zeruſalem,butanaked plotof ground;And as itwas faid

| nowa Mountof ſtones,thar inyeares paſt was intituled

Thy firſt ſonne Ambirion, is waxrta :greatCourtier, 
and makerh him wings of his long Furies haire, ro flie 
vp to Heauen with : hee hatha throne rayſed vp vnder 
his heeles in cuery ſtart-vp hetreads on. Hisbackeban- 


 dicth colours with the Sunne.. The ground'he thinketh 


extremely honoured and beholding to him, if he bleſſe 
it but with one humble looke: Nothing heralks on bur 
kentals of Pearle,the conquering of /a4a, and fiſhing 
for Kingdomes. Fame he makes his God, and mens 
mourhes the limite of his conſcience. So many gteater 
as there are then himſelfe, ſo many 'gricfes he hath. The 
deuill may command all his heartand foule, if hee will 
rid him bur of oneriuall. Hee that but croffeth him in 
the courſe of his aſcenſion, citherkilleth himour-right, 
(if he be aboue his reach) or is ſure (kill hee not firſt). tm 
the end to kild by him. 

Poore menhe ors ſhould part with all their goods, 
to have him butrake knowledge of them; Hee ſeekes ro 
get him a Maieſty in his frowne, and doe fome-rhing 
ro ſceme terrible to the multirude.Euen curteſie and hu- 
miliry he peruerteth to pride , where hee cannotother- 
wiſe pray. Hathno childe of pride ſo-many diſciples as 
this tip-troe Ambition. Why call I him Ambition,when 
he hath changed his name vnto Honor?l meane northe 
honourof the field, (Ambitions onely enemy) which 
E could wiſh might be ever;and onely,honourably, buc 
Brokerly blowne vp honour, honour by anticke fawning 
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fidled vp;honowupbrftowed for damned deſerts, -:: '/ 
'Of this k{rid of honouris this Elfe(we call Ambition) 
compaReed:'Yerwiltnorfay, bur even in the higheſt 
nobleſ birch;/and honourableſt gloryiof Armes, there 
may be AmbirionDuuidiwasambitious when he cauſed 
che peopleto be numbred... Nebachadnezzar cate graſle 
for his Ambition:Herod was Ambirious,when in Ange- 
licallapparell he ſpoke ro:the people. The trueſt image 
+ of this kind of Ambitionwas _Ab/o/om. 
' Tatixfs Ciſar amongſt the Erhnicks ſurmounted, who 
. when he had conquered Gz//ia, Be/gia, this our poore 
Albion, and the berrer part of Europe, and vpon his re- 
turne to Rome was. crowned Emperour, .in the heighth 
of his proſperity,he ſent men skil'd in Geometry,to me» 
ſarerhe whole world, thatrwhereas he intended to con+ 
queritall, hee my know how long hee ſhould be in 
ouer-running it. Letters had they dire&ed to all Preft- 
dents,Conſuls,Dukes,Palarines, Tecrrarchs, and Iudges 
of Provinces toaffiſt chem & fafe-condutt them. Their 
Commiſſion was nor onely to meaſure the earth;bur the 
Waters, the Woods, the Seas, the Shores, the Vallies, 
the Hils, andthe Mountaines. In this diſcouery thirt 
yeares were ſpent, fromhis Conſul-ſhip,to the Conſul. 
ſhip of Sararnius,when God-wor poore man , twenty 
yeares good beforcthey returned, he was all to be-poy« 
niarded in the Senate houſe, and had the duſt of his 
bones in a braſen ve (no bigger then a bowle) barreld 
vp, whom (if he had liued) all the Sea, and Earth, and 
Aire, would hauc beene too lirtle for.

' ple thou firſtexalteſtthem;and ſtil lifes them vp,il thou 

aſtlifred vp their heads on thy gates, 

What a thing is the heart of man,thag it ſhould ſell 
fo bigge as the whole world. Mexander was but a little 
man, yet if there had beene a hundred VWorlds to con- 
quer, his heart would haue compriſed them. Did men 
conſider wherof they were made , and that the duſt was 

| their great Grand-mother , they would be more humi- 
| liate and deieed; Of a britler mertalthen Glaſſe,is this 
| we call Ambition made, and to miſchaunces more ſub. 
| ict. Glaſſe with good vſage may be kept and continue 

many ages. The + Ao of man are numbred,threeſcore 
and tenne is his terme, ifhe liue any longer, itis butla- 
bour and ſorrow, 

Glaſſe feareth not ſicknes.,nor old age,it gathererth no 
wrinkles with ſtanding. It hathnot ſo many that ſcoure 
andly inwaitec for his end as Ambition : for heg (as all 
man-kind) is continually liable to a million ofnuſchan» 
ces; beſides, alegion of diſeaſes lingering about him. 
Admit none of thoſe 'meer with him, Time with his Si- 
cle wil be ſure notto mifle him. A man may ſcape afick- 
neſſe,a blow.a fall,a wild-beaſt:he cannot eſcape his laſt 
deſtiny. External —_—_ ſuch as theſe be) cuery.one 
is circumſpe and careful to auoidez Not any one pon» 
ders in his thought,how to auoid the death that growes 
inward. | 

From the rich to the poore(in cuery ſtreet in Londen) 
T there is Ambition, or {welling aboue their ſtates : rhe 
rich Cittizen ſwels againſt the pride of the prodigall 
Courtier; the prodigal Counter -__ againſithe _ 
0 
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of the Cittizen. One Company ſwells againſt another, 


 afnd ſeeks to interceptrthe um of each other: nay, not 


any Company but is deuided in itſelfe. The auncients, 


; they oppoſethemſelues againft the younger & ſuppreſs 
t 


\them and keepe them downe all that they may. The 

young men,they cal them dotards,and {wel &rage,and 
with many othes ſweare on the other ſide, they will nor 
bekepr vnder by ſuch cullions, but goe good and neere 
to out-ſhoulder them. 

Amoneft their VWiues is like warre. Well did _4#- 
flotle inrthe ſecond of Philickes, call finnes Monſters of 
nature, for as there is no Monſter ordinarily reputed, 
bur ina ſwelling or exceſſe of forme, ſo is there no ſinne 
bur is a ſwelling or rebelling againſt God. Se (ſayth 
Auguſtine) is either thought, word or deed,oppoſite to the e- 
ternall will of God. Then if all fines be oppoſing them- 
ſelues againſt God,ſurely ambition(which is part of the 
diuels fin) cannotbur be the cherriſhing of open enmi- 


* tie againſt God': and ſo immediateI conclude, that fo 
many ambitious men as areamongſt vs , ſo many open 


enemies God hath. 

Ambition is any puft-vp greedy humour of henor or 
preferment. No puffing or ſwelling vp in any mans bo- 
dy but is a ſore, when the ſoule doth ſwell with ambiti- 
on,both ſoule and body (without timely phiſicke of re- 
_—_ will ſmart full ſore for it. Humilitie was ſo 

ard avertue to beate into our heads , that Chriſt pur- 
poſely came downe from heauen in his owne perſon to 
each itvs,and continued thirty yeers togecher,nothing 
but preaching and praiſing it here vpon carth. The 


. fooliſh things of the world, (faith Pau!) God chooſeth, 


andnotthe hauty or ambitious in conceite.God might 
, haue 
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khaue choſen Kings and Emperours, or the Scribes and 
Phariſies:to be his Diſciples, but fooliſh Fiſher-men he 
chole.!.. 1 | LH EY | | 

Inwarldly policy he vſed a fooliſhcourſeto win cre- 
dite to his doQtrine-: bur fooliſnis the worldly policy, 
that onely from the diuell borrowes his inſtance.Chriſt 
choſe them, whom the diuell (corned to looke fo lowe 
as to tempt,in whoſe harts he had notyet laid oneſtone 
ofthis building. They were the onely fit men torecciue 
the impreſſion of his Spirit. Whether it bee a bleſſin 
or no, giuen t9 all Fiſher-men (forthe Apoſtles ſakes) 
know nor, but ſurely there is no one trade (in their vo- 
cation)liues ſo faithfully & painfully as Fiſhermen,thac 
in their apparell or dier lefle exceede. Hee that ſhould 
haue told the divell. Chriſt would caſthis ners araongft 
Fiſher-men, hewould haue laught him out of his coate 
tor a cockſcombe. What reaſon, what likelihood was 
there, was he borne in a Fiſher-towne? was he allied ci- 
ther by the Father orthe Mother to Fiſher-men, Nay, 
how ſhould he come-almoſt in all his life to heare of a 
Fiſher-man ? Tuſh, tuſh, hee will be altogether in the 
Temple amongſt the DoQtors, the High-prieſts andthe 
Elders:them will I ply,and way-lay againſt him. 

Totheir vnbeliefe I will lend arguments, They hauc 
the ſeedes of ambition rooted in heir hearts already.'I 
wil put in their heads, that he commerth to deſtroy their 
Law and their Temple, and turne them all out of their 
ſtately chaires of authority : and this ( Ithinke) wil ric- 
kle them thorowly againſt him. 

Simple diuell, Chriſt deceiued thee, and only in this 
he decciued thee, that thou m—_— his pride & am- 
bition to be like thine,and na ookſt for him m—__ 
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Netmenders. Idare ſweare for thee,thou wouldſit have 
ſooner ſoughtfor him amongſt Carpenters. But when

And euery one ſhake 
thee off churliſhly but /vdzs, and on him hadſt thou nor 
had power , bur that he carried the purfe, It is a hard 
thing for him that carries the purſe, (that hath money 
and golde at commaund) not tobe mou'd with ambi- 
tion. 

Peter, James and Rohn, had you beene any thing but 
beggerly Fiſher-men, and that you had euer liv'dBur A 
hungerd and colde by the Sea-{ide , or oncecome into 
the great Townes where Ambition fits in her Maieſtic, 
and bewitchethall eyes , (before Chriſt mer with-you,) 
thediuell had caughthold of you. For your ſakes all 0- 
ther of your profeſſion ſhall fare the worſe. Beware Fi. 
ſher-men, the diuell owes you an old grudge, hee takes 
you for daungerous men. Till your predeceſſors the 
Apoſiles ſo went beyond him, he neuer ſuſpeRed you, 
he neuer tempted you: nowhee will ſooner tempt you, 
and be more buſic about you then Kings and Empe- 
rOUrs. 

* Thoſe thatwill ſhunne Ambition, ( for which the 
wrath of God hangeth heauy ouer this our Cittie,,) 
muſt with-drawe their eyes from vanities , haue ſome- 
thing ſtill ro putthem in minde whereof they are made, 
ſand whether they muſt. My young nouice (what eucr 
thou be)nor yet crept out of the ſhell,l fay vnto thee as 
the Prophet ſaydto the King of 1i{raell, Caue ne eas in lo- 
enum illum, nam ibi inſidie ſunt: Beware thou comeſt nor 
/imthatplace, for there thou art beſerz So beware thou 


comelt 


beſet with all the ſinnes that may be. The wayto know 
Ambition when itinuades thec,is to obſerue and watch 
thy ſelfe when thou firſt falleſt into a ſelfe-loue : if ſelfe. 
loue hath ſeazed on thee, ſhee will ſtand on no meane 
tearmes, nor be contentto liue as a common drudge, 
None (in any caſe)muſt ſtand in her light, the Sun muſt 
ſhine on none but her. Whatſocuer a mannaturall 

deſires,is Ambition. Q#od babere non vis eft valde bownm, 
guod efſe non vis hoc eſt bouum. There is nothing is nor 
Ambition, but that which a man would not haue, or 


would not be. Hauine foode and clothing, (as Paul willeth 1.Tim.6: 


vs) let vs be content : what more we require to content,is 
Ambition. What more then the contented bleſſed 
ſtate of an Angellthe diuell gap't after, wasthat which 
caſt him out of Heauen. W eeare ſent in warfare into 
this world , to beare armes and fight it outwith the di- 
uels chiefe Baſſo, Ambition. Vnder Chriſts ſtandard we 
march, hee is our Leader, ſmall is his Armie, and bur 
2 handful! in eompariſon of the others : his outwarde 
pompe ſimple, his prouiſion (in ſight) ſlender or none 
at all. 

If vpon theſe conſiderations(as diſtruſting his prouj- 
dence,) we ſhall grow in intil:kc with him, and reuoltto 
Ambition his enemy, and betray nim,ſhal we ever look 
him in the face more,or will tc cuer after acknowledge 
vs > Ono,not only he ſhall for{ale vs, but that rich bra- 
uing Baſſo, Ambition : ( like awiſe Prince thar will truſt 
no Traytours.) As foone as euer they are come neere

ſhalrbe beſet. Beſct with ambition, beſet with vanitrie, 
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Euen in this dilatement againſt Ambition, the diuel 21 
ſeckes to ſetin afoote of affeted applauſe, and popu- = 
lar fames Ambition in my ſtile, ſo as he incited a num- pe 
ber of Philoſophers ( in times paſt, ) to proſecute their di 
ambition of glory, in writing of glories contemptible- nd 
neſſe. Ireſiſtit and abhorre it, if any thing be here pen- it, 
ned that may pierce or profite , heauenly Chriſt (not I) 
haue the praiſe. London looke to Ambition, or it will ue 
lay thee deſolate like Jeruſalem. Onely the ambitious fel

O Aug»ſline, nowl call to mindetherale of thy con- 
uerſion, in the ſixt Chapter of thy fixt booke of Con- 
feſſions, where deſcribing thy (elfe to be a young man, 
puſt vp with the Ambition of that time, thou wert 
choſen to make an Oration before the Emperour , in 
which, (hauing toyled thy wits to their higheſt wreſt,) 
thou thoughr'ſt to haue purchaſt Heauen and immorta- 
lity. 

Deng to pronounce it, thy tongue (like Orphews 
ſtrings) drewe all cares vnto it: the Emperour thou ex- 
ccedingly pleaſedſt,becauſe thou exceedingly & hyper. 
bolically praiſedſt. Admiration encompaſtthee,& come 
mendation ftro\.2 to be as eloquent asthou in thy com- 
mendation, But what was all this to the purpoſe , the 
Bladder was burſt that had ſo long {welled, winde thou 
ſpents, and nought bur winde thou gainedſt. For good 
words , good words were returned thee : like one that 
gaue Augufss Greeke verſes,and he for his reward gaue 
him Greeke verſes againe. "The heauen thou dreamedſt 
of, being attained,ſcemed (o inferior to thy hopes, thar

— but care & trauel for trauel and care. Mad 
and fooliſh are wee , who watch and ſtudy how to,vexe 
our ſelues, andin hunting after avaine ſhadow of felici- 
ty, hunt and ſtarryp more and more cauſes of perplexi- 
ty. This Begger hath notburnt candles al night a month 
fogether as I haue done, hehath made no Oration to 
the Emperor to day, and yet hee is merry : I thathaue 
poor'd outmine cies vpon books,and wel-ny ſpit out all 
my brain at my tongues end this morning,am dumpiſh, 
drouſy,and wiſh my ſelf dead:and yer if any man ſhould 
ask me if. 1 would willingly die, or exchange my ſtate 
with the Begger,lI feare I ſhold hardly condifcend Such 
is my ambition, ſuch is my fooliſh delightin myvnreſt. 
ec hauing bur alittle money, and a few dung-hill 
rags clouted together on his backe , hath true content, 
I (with my grieuous heart-breakings and painfull com- 
plots,) haue laid to ouer-take it, and cannoc. Hee is io- 
cund, I am ioyleſle : hee ſecure, I fearefull. There is no 
learning or Arte leading to true felicity, but the Arte of 
beggery. Vngratcfullknowledge, tha for all the body- 
waſting induſtry I haue vſed inthy compaſinent., haſt 
not bleſt me ſo much as this Begger. Ihauing theeghee 
wanting thec,is preferred in harts-caſe before mee. No 
delight or hearts-eaſerecciued I from thee, forl haue 
ſpoke not to teach,bur to pleaſe. Vild double-fac't Ora- 
tory, that art good for nothing but to fatten ſinne with 
thy flattery, that calleſt it giuing immorrality, whe thoy 
,magnifieſt vices for vertues , and challengeſt gear de- 
; erts 
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ſerts of Kings and nobility for diſſerabling : heere I re- 
nounce thee asthe Paraliteof 'Ans;thewhoriſh pain- 
ter of imperfeRions, and onely Parroneſſe of ſinne. 

To this ſcope (reyerend degefiotndcg ny plain- 
tive ſpeech, though I have not expreſt it in the ſame 
words : but:the operationin thee it brought forth, wag 
that from the medication of beggerly content,thou wa- 
dedſt (by degrees) into the depth of thetrue heauenly 
content. O ſingular worke contriued by weake meanes. 
O rarely honoured beggery , to bethe inſtrument of re-

ſteritie of your ſoules. 

There is aplace in the Ile of Paphos where thereneuer 
fell raine: there is a place within you called yourhearts, 
where no drops of the dewe of grace can haiie acceſſe; 
Your daies are as ſwift as a Poſt, yea ſwifter then a Wea- 
uers ſhuttle, they fly and ſee no good thing : yer flie you 
ſvifter to hell then they. Yeniunt anni vi eant, (fayth 
Auftine)non veniunt vt tant, yeers come that they may 
traucll on, andnotſtand ſtill :- pafling by vs they ſpoile 
vs, and lay vs open to the tiranny of acruell enem 
Death. O if we loue ſo this miſerable and finite life how 
ought we to louethat celeſtial and infigite life, wherewe 
ſball enioy all pleaſures ſo plentifull,that Ambition ſhal 
haue nothing ouer-plus to worke on.

'Wee ſce greatmen die, 
ſtrong men die, witty 'mendie, fooles dic, rich Mer- 
chants; poore Artihetts,'/Plowmen, Gentletnen, high 
mien;low meneariſh men; grofſe men; and the faireſt 
complexiond men die, yet we perſwade our ſelues wee 
ſhaltnever die. Or it we do not ſo perſwade our ſelues, 
why prepare we-not to dy. > VVhy doowe raigne as 
-Gods on'the earth that ate to be eaten with wormes > 
"$Shoulda tin with Zeyxes,bur enter into this conceite 
with himſelfe,;that as he ſees one 01d man caried to bu- 
rtall, ſo within threeſcore yeeres, not one of all our gli- 
Reting Courtiers, not one of all our faire Ladies , nor 
oneof all ourſtout Souldiers and Captaines, not one 
of al this age throughout the world ſhould beleft,whar 
a'dampe and deadly terror would it ſtrike. Temples of 
fone and Marble decay andfall downe,then thinke not 
Ambitiori'to our-face death , that art but a Temple of 
fleſh. Dives died and was buried, Lazarus died and was 
buried, braſen-fore-head Ambition, thou ſhalt die and 
be buried.

In the Country the 
Gentleman takes in the Commons , racketh his Ten- 
naunts,vndoeth the Farmer. In London the Vſurer ſnat- 
cheth vp the Gentleman , giues him Rattles and Babies 
for his oucr-rackt rent, and the Commons he tooke in, 
he makes him take out in commodities. None but the 
Vſurer is ordained fora ſcotirge to Pride and Ambirion, 
Therefore it is that Bees hate Sheepe more then any 
thing, for that when they are once intheir wool, they 
| areſv intangled that they can neuer ger out. Therfore tt 
is that Courticrs hate Merchants morethen any men, for 
that being oncein their bookes, they can ncuer gerout, 
Many of them carry the countenances of Sheep , looke 
ſimple,goe plain,were their haire ſhort, but they are no 
Sheep , but Sheep-byters :. their wooll or their wealth, 
they make no othervſe of butto ſnarle andenwrap men 
with .The law (which was inſtituted to redrefle wrongs 
N 2 and 
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and oppreſſions,)they wreſt contrarily , to oppreſle and 
to wrong with. Andyet thats not ſo much wonder, for 
Law,Logique and the Swizers, may be hir'd to fight for 
any body ; and ſo may an Vſurer(for a halfepeny gaine) 
bee hyred to bite any body. For as the Beare cannor 
drinke but he muſt byte the water, ſo cannot hee coole 
his auaritious thirſt,but hee muſt plucke and bite out his 
Neighbours throate. 

Barſa Auars 95 eft diaboli, the Vſurers purſe is Hell 
mouth. Hee hath Hydropems conſcientiams ( as Auguſt ine 
ſayth,)a dropſic conſcience, that ever drinkes and euer 
is dry. Like the Foxcyhe vſcth his witte and his teeth to- 

ether, he neuer ſinyles bur he ſeazeth, he ncuer talkes 
t he takes aduantage. He crycs with the ill Husband- 
man, (to whom the Vineyard was put out in the Go. 


. ſpell,)This i the heyre,come let vs kil him, and we ſal hane 


his inheritance. Other men arc {ayd to goe to Hell, hee 
ſhall ryde to Hell on the deuills backe,(as it is in the old 
Morrall) and if hee did notryde, hee would ſwim the- 
ther in innocents blood whom hee hath circumuented. 
No men ſo much as Vlurers , coucteth the deuill to bee 
eat with; He is called Mammon,the God or Prince of 
this Vorld : that is, The God and Prince of Vſurers 
and Penny-fathers. Nay more,euery Vlurer ofhimſelfe 
i5 a deuill, ſince this word Demon, (ignificth nought but 
Sypiens,a ſubtile worldly Wiſe-man. 
When a Legion of deuils ( in the Land of the Garg» 
2xs)were caſt forth of two men that came out of graues, 
they deſired they might goe into hogs or ſwine, (which 
are Vſurers,)many of thoſe Hogges or Swine,they tum- 
bled into the Sea : many of our hoggiſh Vſurers the 
deuill tumbles for gaine into the Sea. Vſurers (with ws 
Geul Fur draffe 
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draffe of this world) ſo feede and fatten the deuils , that 
now they almoſt paſſe not ot poſſeſſing any man elſe. 
The Iewes were all Hogges , that is, Viurers, and there- 
| foreifthere had becneno divinereſtraint for it, yet na- 
ture it ſelfe would haue diſſawded them from eating 
Swines-fleſh , thatis,from feeding on one another. The 
Prodigall-childe in the Goſpell , is reported to haue fed 
Hogges, that is, Vſurers , by letting them beguile him 
of his ſubſtance. | 

As the Hogge is ſtill grunting,digging & wrooting in 
the mucke,ſo 15 the Vſurer (til! curning,tofling Ggging, 
and wrooting inthe muck of this world; like the Hoghe 
carries his ſnoute cuer-more down-ward,and nere looks 
vp to Heanen. 

Chriſt ſayd , /t was not meete the childrens bread ſhould 
be taken from them and giuen vnto dogges, nomoreis it 
mecte,thatthe childrens lyuing and ſubſtance ſhould be 
taken from then and giuen vnto Hogges. Paw/ ſayth, 
we muſt not ave ewill that good may come of it: there is no 


euill which a hoggiſh V{urer will not doe,ſo that goods " 


or profitmay come of it. They will bec ſure to verifie 
our Sauiours words, 7 be poore hawe you alwates with you: 


om,}. 


for they will make all poore that they deale with. Such- Math.27. 


vnnaturall dealing they vſc towards their poore brethe- 
ren , as though they came novnaturally into the world, 
bur like thoſe that were called Ceſares,qu4/5 4/1 ex matyis 
wviero,they were alſo cutte out of their Mothers wombe, 
when they came into the world. For this O Londen! if 
(like Zacchews) thou repenteſt not , and reftorſt ten fold, 
Thy houſe ſhall be left deſol1te vnto thee. The cryes of the 
fatherleſſe and widdowe, ſhall breake of the Angels Ho- 
ſannas and Alleviahs, and plucke the ſterne of the world 
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outof Gods hand,ill he hath acquited them. Oppreſli- * 


on is the price of bloud , into your Treaſuries you put. 
the price of blood , which the Iewes thar kild Chriſttea- 
red to doe. You nauing many flockes of ſheepe of your 
owne, and your poore Neighbour but one ſely Lambe, 
(which henurſt in his owne boſome) that Lambe haue 
you taken away from him , and ſpared farre better Fat- 
lings of your owne. 

By your ſwearing and forſwearing in bargayning,you 
haue confiſcated your foules long agoc. There is NO re- 
ligion inyou but loue of mony. Any dodrine is wel- 
come to you,but that which beates on good workes. The 
charity and duty that GOD exacts of you , you thinke 
diſcharged , ifin ſpeech you neither meddle nor make 
with him: the charity to your Neighbour , you coniec- 
ture onely confiſteth in-bidding good-cuen and good- 
morrowe. Beguile not your clues, foras there is no 
Prince, but will haue his Lawes as well not broken , as 
not ſpoken againſt,ſo will God revenge himſelfe,as well

God hath cryde our vnto you by his Preachers, GOD 
hath cride out vnto you by the poore ; Pryſoners on 
their dearh-beds haue cride out of you : and when they 
haue had but one houre to interceſſionate for their 
ſoules, and ſue out the pardon of their numberleſſe ſins, 
the whole part of thathowre (ſauing one minute, when 
in two words they cryde for mercy,) haue they ſpent, ig 
crying for vengeance againſt you. After they were dead,

Bulwarke of good deedes to reſiſt the deuills battery ; | 


cannot chuſe but have his ſoulesecitty ſoone raced. 
Good deeds are attibute which we pay vnto God for 
defending vs from al our ghoſtly enemies,8 planting his 
eace in our conſciences. In ſtead of the ceremoniall 
we, burnt-Offerings and Sacrifices , (which are cea- 
ſed,) God hath ginen vs anew Law, Toloue one ano- 
ther :thatis, to ſheww the fruites of loue, which are good 
deedes ro one another, The Widdowes Oyle was in- 
creaſed in her Cruſe, and her Meale in in her tubbe,on-

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be there now-a-dayes, that will doe good deedes burfor 
gooddeedes, thar is, for rewardes. If ſeates of juſtice 
were to be ſould for money, wee haue them amongſt vs 
that would buy them vp bythe whole ſale, and make 
them away againe by retaile. Hee that buyes muſt ſell, 
ſhrewd Alcumiſts there areriſcn vp, that will pick a mer- 
chandiſe out of every thing, and not ſpare to ſet vp their 
| ſhops of buying and ſelling euen in the Temple: I wold 
to God they had nor ould and pluckt downe Church & 
Temple, to build themhouſes of ſtone, God (hall cutte 
them off that enricch themſclues with the fatte ofthe 
Altar, | 

Oues paſtorem non iudicent , ((aith an antient writer,) 
uia noneſt Diſcipulus ſupra Magrſtris, multo minus deglu> 
La Letnor the Sheepe iudge their ſhepheard, becauſe 
the ſcholler is not aboue his maiſter, much lefſe are they 
. to pluck from their maiſterthe Shepheard : to. ſhane or 
to.pelt him'ro the barebones, to: whom. (for feeding 
them) they ſhould offer vp their fleeces. Diis pirentibus 
et Magiſtris,fayth Ariftotle, non poteft reddi equinalens:

To 
make our ſelues riech we care,not if wemake our church 
like Hell, where (as Iob ſaith) umbra mortzs,et nullas ordo 
eft,there is the ſhaddow of death, & confuſion without 

order. | 
O Avarice, that breaketh both the Lawe of Moyſes 
and the Law of Nature , intaking viury or in-comes for 
O 2 Aduou- 
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Aduouſons, andnot letting theland of the Prieſts bee 
' free from tribute : thoſe to whom thou leaueſt that il! 
gotten vſury or tribure,ſhall be a prey to the irreligious. 
Fire ſhell conſume the houſe of bribes. 

No Cart that is ouer-loden or crammed too full, bue 
hath a tayle that will ſcatter. Beware leaſt Hogges come 
to gleane after your Carts-tayle: that your heyres come 
not- to bee Wardes vnto Vſurers , for they will put out 
their Lands to the beſt vie, of ſeauen-ſcore in the hun- 
dred, and make them fſerue out their wardſhip in one 
priſon or other. The onely way for a rich man to pre- 
uent robbing,is to be bountiful and liberall. None is ſo 
much the thicues mark as.the Miſer and the Carle. Giue 
while you liue (rich men) thatthoſe you leaue behinde 
you, may be free from Cormorants and Catterpillers.If 
there be in your bags, but one ſhilling that ſhould haue 
beene the poores, thatſhilling will be the conſumption 
of all his fellowes:onerotten Apple marreth all the reft, 
one ſcabbed ſheepe infes awhole flocke.' 

Euenas a Prince out ofthis Subies goods, hath lones, 
diſmes, ſubſidies & fifreenes, ſo God out of our goods, 
derinandeth a lone, a tenth, and a ſubfidic to the poore. 
Zoe, the one halfe of my goods ({ayth Zacchens)1 giue to the 
- pore. Is nothe anill ſeruant, that when his Maſter ſhall 
into his hands deliuer a largeſumrae of mony, to be di- 
ſtributed among the needy and impotent, (hall purſe it 

into his owne Coffers, and either giue them none at 
all, or but the hundreth part of it ? Such ill ſeruants are 
we. The treaſure and poſſeſſions wehaue, arenot our 
owne , but the Lord hath giuen them vs to giue to the 
poore, and ſpend in his ſeruice : we (very obſequiouſly) 
give ro-the poore only the mould of our treafure, oy 
191.44; | wW 
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will rather detra& from Gods ſeruice,then detratfrom 
our droſſe. No where is pitty , no where is pitty, our 
Houſe muſtneeds be left deſolate wnto vs. | 

The Idolatrous Gentiles ſhall riſevp againſt vs, thar 
beſtowed all their wealth on fanes and ſhrines to their 
gods and preſents and offerings to their Images; To 
t 


etrue Image of God (which arethe poore,) wee will | 


ſcarce offer our wo 4.5 The Temple of Diane 
at Epheſus, was two hundred yeeres in building by all 
A/ia. There was none that obtained any vi&torie, but 
buile a Temple at his return,to that god(as he thought) 
which aſſiſted him. Not ſo much as the Fener quartay, 
bur the Romanes built a Temple to, thinking it ſome 
great God becauſe it ſhookthem ſo : and another to z# 
fortune , in Exquilljis, a Mountaine in Rome, becauſeit 
ſhould not plague them at Cardes and Dice. No Fewer 
quartanes,jll fortune, or good fortune,may wring out of vs 
any good workes. Our deuotion can away with anic 
thing, but this Pharaſaicall —_— 

Hee that hath nothing: to doe with hismoney but 
build Churches, we count him one of God-almighties 
Fooles, orels (ifhe beare the name of a wiſe-man) wee 
rearme him a notable braggart. Tur, tur, Almes-houſes 
will make good ſtables, and let out in Tenaments, yeeld 
around ſumby the yeere. A good ſtrong bard hutchzjis 
a building worth twenty ofthoſe Hoſpitals and Almes- 
houſes z Our rich Chuttes, will rather put cheirhelping 
hands to the building ofa priſon, then a houſe of praier. 
Our Courtiers lay that on their backs,which ſhold ſerue 
to build Churches & ſchooles. 1 hoſe Preachers pleaſe 
beſt, which can fit vs with a cheapReligion, that preach 
Faith,& all Faith,and no Good-works,butto the houſe- 
hold of Faith, « O3 Mini- 
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Miniſters and Paſtors(to ſome of you I ſpeake, not to 
all,) tis you that haue brought downe the price of Reli- 
gion, being couetous your ſelues, you preach nothing 
bor couetous doarine : your followers ſecing you giue 
no almes, take example (by you) to hold in their hands 
to, and will giue no a!mes. Thar Text is too often in 
your mouthes, -Hee 75 worſe then an Infidel that provides 
wet for his wife and family. You doe not cry out of the 
Altar,cry out for money to maintaine poore Schollers, 
cry out for more liuing for Colledges , cry out for re- 
liefe for them that are ſicke and viſited : yourather ery 
out againſt the Alrar , cry out againſt the liuing the 
Church hath already. | 
It were to bee wiſhed , that order were taken vp a- 
mongſt you, which was obſeruedin S. Auguſi ines time: 
For | 4 it was the cuſtom, thatthe poore ſhould begg 
of none but the Preacher or Miniſter, and ifhe had not 
to giue them, they ſhould exclaime and cry out ofhim, 
for not more cffeQtually moouing and crying out tothe 
people for them. Had cueryone of you,all r þ poore of 
your Pariſhes hanging about your doores, and ready 
to rent your garments off your backes , and tcare our 
your throats for bread euery time you ſtird abroad, you 
would beſtirre you in exhortation to charity and good 
workes , and make your ſelucs hoarſe, in crying out a- 
gainſt couctiſe and hardneſſe of heart. 

London,thy heart is the hart of coucrouſnes,all chari- 
tic and compalsion is cleane baniſhed our of thee : ex- 
cept thou amendelt, /er»/alem,Sodome,and Thou ſhalt it 
downe and weepe together. 

From Ambition and Auarice,bis ſuborner, let mee 
progreſs to the ſecond ſon of Pride,which is,V ainc-glo- 

; rie 
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rie. This Vaine-glory, is any exceſſiue pride or delight 
which we take in things vnneceſlariez Much of the na» 
ture is itof Accidents it is not ſo dangerous,or con- 

uerſant aboutſo great matters as Ambition. -Itis (as ] 

may call it) the froth & ſeething vp of Ambition. Am- 

| bition that cannot containe it ſelf: bur it muſt hop and 

bubble aboue water. Ir is the placing of praiſe andre- 

nowne in contemptible things. As he that takes a glory 

in cſtranging himſclfe from the attyre and faſhions of 
his owne Country. Hee that taketh a glory to weare a 
huge head of haire hike Abſalom. Hethat taketh a glory 
in the glittering of his apparell and his perfames, and 
thinks euery one that ſees him,or ſmels to him, ſhould 
be in louewith him. Hethart taketh a glory in hearing 
himſelfe talke,and ſtately i words. Hee 
that raketh a glory to bring an oath out with agrace,to 
tell of his colonages , his lang and drunkennefle, 
and whoredomes. Hethat (to be counted a Caualeir, 
and aretolute braue man) cares not what miſchicfe hee 
do, whom he quarrels with, kils or ſtabbes. 

Sych was Pauſanias thatkild Philip of Macedon, one- 
ly fer fame or vaine-glory. So did Heroſtratss burne the 
Temple of Diana, (whereof I ralkt in the leafe before.) 
to get him an cternall vaine-glory. The Spaniazds are 
wonderfull vaine-glorious. Many Souldiers are moſt 
impatient vaine-glorious, in ſtanding vpon their honor 
in cuery trifte,& boaſting more then cuer they did, They 
are vaine-glorious alfom commending one another for 
murders agd braules : which (it rhey weighed arighty) is 
the molt i5nominy thit may be. By a great oth they wil 
{weare,he 1s a braue,delicate, fweer man;forhe kild fuch 
& ſucha one:as ifthey thould fay, Caine was. a brauede- 

| licate 
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licate ſweet man,for kiling his brother Abel. He was the 
firſt that inuented this going into the field, and now it is 
owne to.a common exerciſe cuery day after meate. 
any puny Poets & oldill Poets, are mighty vaine-glo- 
rious, of whom Horace ſpeaketh : Ridentar mala qui com- 
ponunt carmina verum.Gaudent ſcribentes et ſe venerantur 


 & wltro, Si taceas landunt * oy re ſcripſere beati, They 


are of all men had in deriſton ({aith he) thatbungle and 
bodge vp wicked verſes : bur yer they do honie and tic- 
kle at what they write , and wondertully to themſelues. 
applaude and = themſelues; and of their owne ac- 
cord, (if you doe not commend them) they will openly 
commend themſelues, and count their pennes bleſſed 
whatſocuer they inuent. Many excellent Muſttians are 

- odde fantaſtick vaine- glorious. There is vaine-glory in 
building,in banqueting, in being Diogenicall and dag- 
ged : in voluntary pouerty anddeuorion. Great is their 
vaine-glory alſo, that will rather reare themſclues mo- 
numents of Marble,then monuments of good deedes in 
mens mouthes. In a word, as Paul ſayth, Non eſt Domine 
in quo gloriaripoſsim, ſed in Cruce Domini leſu Chriſti: 
There is no true glory,all is vain-glory,but in the Croſſe 
of our Lordlefus Chriſt. The Lewes vaine-glory and 
preſumptuous confidence in their Temple , was one of 
the chiefe ſinnes that pluckt on their de/o/attor. In that 
Chapter where our Sauiour gaue iudgement ouer /eru- 
ſalem,how bitterly did he inueigh againſt the hypocriſie 
and vaineglory ofthe Scribes and Phariſies. 

Let vs examine what this hypocriſie and vaine-glorie 
was he inueighed ſo againſt, and ſee ifthere be any ſuch 
amongſt vs here in Loxdor. | 

Fixſt,he accuſeth them, Of biading heanic burdens and 
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foo grienons tobee borne, and laying them on other mens 
ſhoulder 5,and not moouing them mich one finger themſelues. 
Thar is as much to ſay , as States of a Country ſhould 
make burdetious Lawes,to oppreſle and keepe vnder the 
Communalty, and looke ſeuerely to the obſeruation of 
them , but would keepe none of them them-ſclues, nor _ 
will not ſo much as deigne with one finger to touch 
them. 
Secondly , Thed:d all their workes to bee ſeene of men, 
So doethey chat will doe no good worke , butto beput 
in the Chronicles after their dearh:ſo doe they that pub- 
liquely wil ſceme the moſtpreciſe iuſticiaries ATT wn had: . 
uen, bur priuately mitigate their ſentence for mony & 
gyfts,which blind the wiſe, & ſubuert the words of the ruſt. 
The eſpeciall thing Chriſt in the Pharifies reprouerh 
that rhey did to be ſeene of men , was the wearing of 
their large Philadtaries. Thoſe PhilafFaries (as S. lerony Terem on 
ſayth) were broade peeces of Parchment, whereon they Hay 
wrote the tenne commaundements , and folding them 
vp cloſetogether, bound them to their fore-heade, and 
ſo wore them alwaies bctore their eyes, imaginin 
thereby they fulfilled that which was ſaid : rhey [hal bee 
alwates immoucable before thine eyes. That which they 
had alwaies vaine-glorioully before their cies, thathaue 
wealwaies ole hatats in our mouthes, but ſeldom 
or neuer in our harts. Neuer was ſo much profeſling, & 
ſo little praCtiſing, ſo many'good words,and ſo fewgood 
deeds. 
The third obieRion againſt the Phariftes , was , That 
they lowed the higheſt places at feaſftesthe chiefe ſeates in af- 
ſemblies , and greeting in the Market-place: Which is as 
much to ſay, as that they were arrogant, haughty win- 
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ded, andinſolent: that they had no pyrite of humilizy ri 
ormeckeneſle in them ; They were beſotted with the on 
pryde of their owne ſingularity , they thought no man c 
werthy of any honour but themſclues. By irtruſion and

What cowarde is there that will brage or glory hee 
was beaten and diſarmed. If wee had the witre to con- 
cciue the baſeneſſe of finne , or from what abieR Paren- 
tage it is ſprung , wee would hate itas a Toade, and fly e 
from it as an Adder. Not without reaſon haue many 
' Tearned Writers, called it Beſttall , for it is all deriued & 
' borrowed from Beaſtes. Pride and inflamation of hart, 
we borrowfrom the Lyon, auarice from the Hedghog, 
luxury,ryot,and ſenſuality from the Hogge : and there- 
fore we call a leatcherous perſon,a boarith companion. 
Enuy from the Dogge, Ire or wrath fromthe Wolte, 
luttony or gurmandiſe from the Beare, andlaſtly ſloth 
CE the Aſt. So that as vvee apparraile our ſelues in 
Beaſtes skinnes,in ſelfe ſame ſort we clothe our ſoules in 
theirskinnes. Bur if wee did imitate ought but the im- 
perfeRions of Beaſts , ( or ofthe beſt Beaſtes, but the 
worſt Beaſtes,) it were ſome-what : if we had any ſparke 
or taſte of their perfeions , wee were not ſo to be con- 
demned. We haue no ſparke ,no taſte, we arenothing 
but a compound of vncleanes. 

Let vs not glory that wee-are men , who haue put on 
the ſhapes of Beaſtes. Thrice bleſſed are Beaſtes thatdic 
ſoone,and after this life feele nohell ; Woe vnto vs, we 
ſhall,if wee appeare to God in the image of beaſtes,and 
ſooneredeeme not from ſathan the image of our creati- 
on he hath ſtolne from vs. O ſinguler fabeiley of oure- 
nemy, ſo to ſiveeten the poyſon of our perdition, thar ir 
ſhold be more rEliſhſome and pleaſant vnto vs, then the 
neRarized Aquaceleſtis of water-mingled blood , fluced 
from Chriſts ſide. We glory,in that we are in the high- 
way tobe throwne from glory : Wee will not heare our 
Folders or Sheepehearps,that would gather vs to glory. 

Our 
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Our Lord rode vppon at Aſſe when he gouernedthe 
lawes, vnder the Law ( in compariſon of vs,)we arethe 
vnbroken-Colt , (including the Gentiles ,) which hee 
commaunded (with the Aſſe ) to be brought vnto him, 
This thouſand and odde hundred yeeres hath he beene 
breaking vs to his hand,and now,(when he had thought 
to haue found vs ficte for the ſaddle, ) we are wilder ane 
further of then euer we were. Vee kicke and winche, 
and will by no meanes endure his managing. Vhere- 
fore (though vtterly wearied with bot )berrer he eſtee- 
meth of his old obſtinate ſlow Aſle, the Iewes, (which 
therfore he caſt off, for they had tir'd him with continual 
beating,)then of the vnroward Colt, ( vs the Gentiles) 
that will not be bridled. 

Ambition and vain-glory,make vs beare vp our necks 
ſifly, and bend our heads backward from the reyne, .but 
age will make vs ſtoope thrice more forward,and warpe 
our backs in ſuch around bundle, that with declyning, 
our ſnoures ſhall digge our graues. 

England thou need(t not bee ambitious , thou needft 
not be yaine-glorious,for ere this thou halt been bowed 
and burdnedrill thy backe crackt. As the Iſraclites were 
renne times led into captiuiry, ſo ſeauen times haſt thou 
beene ouer-runne and conquered. Inthy ſtrength thou 
boaſts, God with the weake confoundeth the ſtrong. 
The leaſt lifring vp of his hand, makes thy men of warre 
fall backward. Say thou art walled with Seas,how eaſic 
are thy walls oucr-come ? VVho ſhall defende thy walls 
if the ciuill ſworde waſte thee > With more enemies is 
not I»aza beſettg then thou art. Vngratefully hath God 
giuen thee long peace and plenty , Eace whereas warre 
can but breed vices , thy peace andplenty hath begorte 
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more ſinnes ; then warreouer hearde of, or the Sunne 
| hath Atoms. | 
Yet learne to leaue'of thy vaine-glory , that God may 
lory in rhee. Learne to deſpiſe the world, defpiſe vani- 
ry,deſpiſc thy ſelte, to deſpiſe deſpyling, and laſtly, to 
deſpiſe no man. If you be of the world , you will affect 
the vaine.glory ofthe world : if you be not of the world, 
. looke for no glory but contempt from the world. Ir 
lies in your election to draw lots , whither you will bee 
heyres of the glory cternall, or enioy the ſhort breath of 
vaine-glory amongſt men. 
The third ſonne of Pride, is Atheiſme , which is when 
a man is ſo timpaniz d with proſperity, and entranced 
 fromhimſelfe , with Wealth , Ambition, and Vaine- 
glory, thathe forg:ts hehad a Maker, or that there is a 
Heauen aboue him which controules him. Too inuch 
ioy of this world hath made him drunke. I haue read of 
many, whom extreame ioy8& extreame griefe hath for- 
ced to runne mad ſo with extreame ioy runnes he mad, 
he waxeth a Foole and an Idiote, and then hee ſayes in 
his hart, There is 9 God. Others there be of thele foule- 
benummed Atheiſts , who (hauing fo farre entred in 
bold blaſphemies,and Scripture-ſcorning ironies againſt 
God,that they thinke,it God be a God ot any iuſtice and 
omnipotence,it cannot ftand with that his iuſtice & om- 
nipotence,to ſuffer ſuch wx rn vapuniſhed,) for their 
onely refage,perſwade them-ſclues there is no God,and 
with their prophane wits innent reaſons , why there 
ſhould be noGod. | 
In our Saniours time there were S:4wes, that denied 
theReſurrefion ; whatare theſe Atheiſts but Saduczan 
ſeQaries that deny the reſurreQion ? They belicue they 
muſt 
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muſtdie, though they beleiue not the Deity. By nn 
meanes may they auoyde what they will not admitre. Io 
the very houre of death, ſhal appeare to them a God and 
a deuill. In the very houre of death,to Atheiſticall 1u/z 
an,(who mockingly called all Chriſtians Ga/lileans , ) ap- 
peared agrizly ſhaggy-bodied deuill, who for all ( athis 
fight) he recantingly cryed out, YVicifti, Galilee, wiciſth. 
Thine isthe day,thineis the victory © man of Ga{zlee,yet 
would it nor for-beare him or giue him ouer, till it had 
ſtript his ſoulefoorth of his fleſhie rinde, and tooke it a- 
way with him. 

Thoſe that neuer heard of God or the deuill in their 
life before , at that inſtant of their franſmutartion, ſhall 
giue teſtimony of them! 

This I afſire my 4elfe',- that how-euer- in pride of 
minde,(becauſe they would bed/fferent in oartdaxifiex 
from allthe world Home there'be thit fantafie phyloſo- 
phicall probabilities,of the Trinities vnexiſtehce, yertin' 
the inmoſt reconrle of their conſctences, rhey ſubfcribe 
to him,and confefle him. * 

Molſtof them,becauſe they cannot grofly palpabrize 
or feele God with their bodily fingers , confidently and 
groflely diſcard him.Tho/e that come ro Goa, muſt beletue 
that God is,and that he i a rewardey of them that ſeeke him. 
They coming againſt God, beleine thathe is not , and 
that thoſe proſper belt, ant ate beſt rewarded that ſette 
him at nought. The heane#5 declare the glory of God,efr the 
Firmawient (prweth his handy worke,one generation telleth 
another of the wonders hee hath done : yerwill nof theſe, 
faythleſſe contraditours,fufter any gloty to be alcribed * 
to him. Stoutly they refragate anid withſtand, that the 
Firmament is not his handy-worke,nor will they credite 


one 
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one generation telling another of his wonders. They 
followe the Pironiks , whoſe poſition and opinion it 
is.that there is not hel or miſery but opinion. Impudent- 
ly they pecſiſt in it, thar thelate diſcouered Indians, are 
able ro thew antiquities,thouſands before dam. 

With. Cormelixe T acitus , they make Moyſes a wiſe 
prouident man , well ſcene in the Egiptian learning, bur 
deny hee had any diuine afliſtance 1n the greateſt of his 
miracles. The water ( they ſay)which he ſtrooke out of a 
Rocke in the Wildernes , was not by any ſupernaturall 
worke of GOD, but by watching to what parte the 
Wild-aſſes repayzed for drink. . 

With Alhwmazay , they holde that his leading the 
Chyldren of Iſracl!l ouer the Red-ſea , was no more but 
obſcruing the influence,of Starres,, and wayning ſeaſon 
ofthe Moone that with-draweth the Tydes.

Ve are diſcontent, ifwee 
heare our ſinnes ript vp ſharply. We are diſcontent, if 
we be detained inthe ſeruice of God, bur half an houre 
extraordinary. Ve are diſcontent,if we be conſtrained 
to giueto the poore. Euery man here in Lond'm, is dil- 
content with the ſtate wherein he liues. Euery one ſee- 
keth to vndermine another. No two of one trade, but 
as they are of one trade, enuy one another. Not two t 
conioined in one office,burt ouerthwart & emulate one 
another, and one of them vndoes what the other hath 
done. 

The Court is the true kingdom of diſcontent. There 
Pride raigning moſt, Diſcontent cannot chuſe but be a 
hanger on. No conſpiracie,or warre(ciuil or outward) 
but firſt ſpringeth from diſcontent. Vhat makes a 
number of our wanton wiues in Lowdoy, conſpire the 
deaths of their old doting husbands,bur the diſcontent 
of a death-cold bed? © —_ makes Hereticks. Diſ- 
content is the cauſe of al the Traytors beyond Sea.DiCſ- 
content,cauſcd /cru/alems houſeto be lefe deſolate vnto 
PT | her,

The faft Sonne of Pride, is Contention, which bee- 
ing the youngel ſonne hee hath, is harder to be yoked 
or kept in, then any of the other fowre. Iris cuerin 
Armes, neuer out » 48977 ara Look what Ambi- 
raw Naan awe Diſcontent,ſhal conſult or 
deuiſc,it enacteth,and goes thorow with. It is the Law. 
yu liuing, the Hereticks food, the Swizers houſe and 

and. No Crowne burt he challengeth a ſhare in. No 
Church bur he will be of. On words, amphibologies, 
equiuocations,quidditics and quantities,he ſtands. He 
hunteth not after truth, but ſtrife. He couecteth not fo 
much tq ouer-come, as contend. 

Theſetwo little words, Ex and Per, (as Cor nelias A- 
grippa hath obſerued,)held the Greeke &Latine Chur- 
ches play,many yeeres together; they litigiouſly deba- 
ting, whether the holy Ghoſt proceeded of the Father 
and the Sonne, or not of the Son, but of the Father by 
the Sonne. So this word Niſz inthis ſentence, ar; 
manducaueritiscarnem , ({ctall the Counſaile of Baſi{in 
an vprore. This word Donec, as, Toſeph non agnout vx- 
orem ſuam donec, loſeph knew not his wite vatill, cauſed 
the Antid/icemariztans, and Eluazans, to denic the per- 
petuall virginity ofthe Virgine Afary.Vith a thenkad 
ſuch errors, Contention raiſeth his Kingdome. 

Our Diuines in theſe dayes,(though they yet retaine 
many contentions of the olde Churches,) haue found 
out certaine new ones of their owne. They contend a- 
bour ſtanding anditting, about forms and ſubſtances, 
abour preſcription and confuſion of prayers. They ar- 
gue, Aw ater ſit contrarins atbo, whether it bee better to 
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weare a white Surpleſle, or a black gowne,in miniſtring 
the: Sacraments ? Which is like the conflit in Rome, 
berwixt the AuguF#ine Fryers and the vulgar Chanons, 
whether '_Aoguſtife did weare a blacke Weede vpon a 
white Coate ; or a white Weede vpon a black Coate. 
Like the Geometritians , they ſquare abour points and 
lines,and the vtter ſhew of things. As,this point is too. 
long, this point is roo-(horr, this figure 1s roo-much af- 
fected, this line runnes not {.nooth,this ſyllogiſme lim- 
peth. As Pceachers, they labour nor to ſbeake proper- 
ly, but intricately. Inſtead of Bread,they giue the chil- 
Ss of their Miniſtery,ſtones to throw ar one another: 
and in ſtead of Fith, Serpents to ſting one another. In 
the 13. of Math:w, the Sower that went foorth to ſow, 
ſcattered ſome ſcede by the high-way fide, which the 
Foules of the ayrec peckt vp : not vnlike to them, whoſe 
Hawkes and Field-{ports, peck vp all the ſeeds of Chri- 
Rianity chat ſhould be ſowne intheir hearts ; and a mil- 
lion of others,whoſe eyes the Foules of the valley pecke 
- out, before the {cede of faluation can haue any rooting 
in their ſoules. 

Other ſecde the Sower ſcattered amongſt ſtones,and 
the Sunn e ariſing, it withered for want of carth, reſem- 
bling theſe ſtony ſtreeres of London, where nothing will 
ow My bur oppreſſion, auarice, and infidelitic. Other 
c 


ede he diſperlt amonglt thorns, and the thornes crept 


aloft and choked it. To thoſe thornes I compare theſe 
thorny Contentioners,that choake the Word of God, 
with fooliſh controuerlies, and friuolons queſtions. E- 
ugn as the ſpiritled our Sauiour afide into the VWilder- 
neile ro be tempted, ſo are there wicked ſpirits of Con- 
tentioa amongſt vs,thatleade men afide into the woods 


and 
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and ſolitary places, to be tempted. 'Ler any (be hethe 
verieft block-head vnder heauen,) raiſe vp afaQtion,and 
he ſhall be followed and ſupported. Engliſhmen are all 
for innouation, they.are cleane ſpoiled if once in twen- 
ty yeers, they haue not anew faſhion of religion. Som- 
times Vt ſunt ad virtutem occaſys,, Contention is the 
occalton of iceking out the truth: but our Contentions 
(ivr the moſt part) arethe ſeeking to proote truth , no 
eruth, afcer the is once found our : and preferring pro- 
babil:ty before manifeſt verity. We will not try her by 
her Pceres,(which are the beſt expoſitors,)and auncient 
Fathers, bur dy the literall Law, eithernot expounded, 
or new expounded, without any Quett of Church,de- 
cretals or Cannons, 

Were it notthatin reprouing Contention,I might 
hapely ſecme contentious, I would wade a little farther 
in this ſubicct. Yet it were to no end.,fince fire the more 
it is ſtirred vp,the more it burneth: and hereſy,the more 
it is ſtird & ſ{troue with,the more vntoward it is.Nought 
bur ſharp diſcipline is a firdiſputantwith ſnarling Scif- 
matiques. The lfraclites , torthey rooted not our rhe 
remnant of the Gen.ile Nations from amongſt them, 
| they were as goadesin their f1des , and thornes in their 
noſtrils: ſo if we root not out theſe remnants of Sciſma- 
tiques from amongſt vs, they will be as goades in our 
fides, and thornes in our noſtrils. Melins eff vt pereat v- 
wus,; quam vipereat vnitas :Itis better that ſome few pe- 
riſh, then vnuy periſh. hs | 

London, beware of Contention,thou art counted the 
nurſing-mother of Contention. No Sect or Schiſm bur 
thou affordeſt Diſczples to. If rhou beeſt too greedie of 
i,n0uation and contention, the {word of inuaſfion and 
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ciuill debate,(hall leaue thy houſe deſolate vnto thee. 
Now come I to the Daughters of Pride, whereof 
Diſdaine is the dell. 
Diſgdain is a vice,in compariſon of which, Ambition 
is a vertue. It is the extream of Ambition. It is a kind of 
ſcorne,that ſcorneth to be c6pared to any other thing, 
None are more ſubic& vnto itthen faire women, for 
they diſdaine any one ſhould bee held as faire as they. 
They diſdaine any ſhould go before them, or fit aboue 
them. They diſdaine any ſhould be brauer then they, 


or haue more abſolute pennes entertained intheir prai- - 


ſes then they. This woman diſdains any bur ſhe,ſhould 
carry the credit of wit : another, that any ſhould fing 
ſo fect as ſhee; a third, that any ſhould ſer forth the 
port and maieſty , in gate and behauiour like vnto her. 
Onely for diſdaine and preheminence, their Husbands 
and their Loues,they draw ſundry times jnto neuer-da- 
ted quarrels. 
Such diſdaine and ſcorne was betwixt the wines of 
Iacob, Rachel and Leah, becauſe the one had children, 
and the other none. Such diſdaine was betwixt Sarah 
and Hagar. There was a diſdain of ſhouldring amongſt 
ehe Diſc: les, who ſhould be greateſt. /o/ephs Brethren, 
diſdained their Father ſnould loue him Lo thenhe 
did them. Dies diſdained Lazgrus. In Longon,the rich 
diſdaine the poore. The Courtier the Citizen. The 
Citizen the Countriman. One Occupation diſdaineth 
another. The Merchant theRetayler. TheRetayler the 
Craftſman.The better ſort of Craftſmen the baſer. The 
Shoomaker the Cobler. The Cobler the Carman. One 
nyce Dame, diſdaines her next neighbour ſhould hauc 
that furniture to her houlc , or dainty diſh or _ 
WIUC 
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which ſhe wants. Shee will not goe to Church, becauſe 
ſhee diſdains to mixe her ſelfe with baſe companie,and 
cannot haue her cloſe Pue by her ſelfe. She diſdaines 
to weare that euery one weares, to heare that Preacher 
which euery one heares. So did /eruſalem diſdain Gods 
Prophets , becauſe they came in the likeneſle of poore 


men. Shee diſdained Amos, becauſe he was akeeper of Amos, 1, 


Oxen, as alſo the reſt, for they were of the dregges of 
the people ; Bur their diſdaine proſperd not with them, 
their houſe for their diſdaine , was left defolate vnto 
them. 

Londen, thy houſe (except thou repents) for thy dif- 
daine, ſhall be leftdeſolate vnto thee. 

The ſecond Daughrer of Pride, is —_— attire, 
Boththe Sonnes and Daughters of Pride,delight to gs 
gorgeoufly. As Demecritus ſet vp his braſen ſhield a- 
gainſt the Sunne,to the intent that(continually gazing 
on it,)he might with the bright refletion of his beamy 
radiation, {care out his eyes , and ſee no more vanities, 
ſo ſet they their rich embroidered ſutes againſtthe Sun, 
to dazle, daunt and ſpoile poore mens eyes that looke 
vponthem. Like Idols, not men, they apparrell them- 
ſelues. Blocks and ſtones by the Panims and Infidels, 
are oucr-gilded, to be honored and worſhipped: ſo 0- 
uer:gilde they themſelues, ro bee more honored and 
worihipped. 

The women would ſeeme Angels here ypon earth, 
for which (ir is to be feared) they will ſcarce liue with 
the Angels in heauen. The end of Gorgeous attyre, 
(both in men and women,)is but more fully to enkindle 
fleſhly concupiſcencego aſſiſt the diuel in Juſtful temp- 
tations. Men thinke that women (ſeeing them ſo ſump. 
tuoully 
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moully pearled & beſpangled, ) cannot chuſe bur offer t 
to tender their tender foules attheir feete. The wo- F.08 
men, they thinke, that(hauing naturally cleere beauty, r 
ſcorchingly blazing , which enkindles any foule that h 
comes neere it,& adding more Bauines vnto it of laſci- a 
- uious embolſtrings,) men ſhould cuen flaſh their harts, © 
(at firſt ſight,) into the purified Aames of their faire fa- tr 
CES. oy r 
Euer fince F#ah was tempted, and the Serpent pre- "0 
uailed with her , women haue tooke vpon them , both f 
the perſon ofthe tempted,and the remprer. They tempt if 
to be tempted, & not one of them,except ſhe be temp- l; 
red, bur thinkes her ſelfe contemprible. Vnro the great- it 

neſle of their great Grand-mother Euah, they ſeck to a- 
ſpire,in being tempred and tempting. It notto tempr, b 
and be thought worthy ro be tempred,why dy they and Ni 
diet they their face with ſo many drugs as they do,as it b 
were to corre Gods work-manthip,and reprooue him d 
as a bungler,& one that is not his crafts Maiſter > VVhy rc 
enſparkle they their eyes with ſpiritualiz'd diſtillations > | th 
Why tip they their tongues with Aurum potabile? Why IX 
fill they vp ages frets with freſh colours? Euen as Roſes in 
and flowers in Winter,are preſerued in cloſe houſes vn- G 
der earth, ſo preſcrue they their beautics, by continuall ne 
lying in bed. T 
Iuſt to Dinner they will arife , and afrer Denner, goe fa 
to bedde againe, andlie vntill Supper. Yea, ſometimes W 

(by no ſicknes occaſioned) they will ly in beddethree 
dayes together : prouided euery'morning before foure } th 
aclock, they hauetheir brorhs, and their cullifes, with in 
Pearle and Gold fodden in them. If hapely they breake ea 
their houres, and riſe more early to goe a banquetting ne 

they: 
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they ſtand praiſing halfe a day with their Looking. ' 


glaſles, how to peirce and to glaunce, andlooke allu- 
ringly amiable. Their feete are not ſo well framed to the 
Meaſures, as are their eies to moue and bewitch. Eucn 
as Angels are painted in Church-windowes, with glori- 
ous golden fronts, beſette with Sunne-beames, fo beſer 
they their fore-heads on either {ide , with glorious bor- 
rowed gleamy buſhes; which rightly interpreted,ſhould 
ſignific beauty to ſell, ſince a buſh is notelſe hanged 
forth,but to inuite men to buy. And in /ta/y, when they 
ſette any Beaſtto ſale , they crowne his head with Gar- 
lands,and be-deck itwith gaudy bloſſoms,as full as cuer 
it may ſtick. 

Their heads, with their top and top gallant Lawne- 
baby caps, and Snow-reſembled filuer curlings, they 
make aplaine Puppet ſtage of. Their breaſts they em- 
buske vp on hie , and theirround Roſeate buds inmo- 
deitly lay forth, to ſhew at their hands there is fruite 
to be hoped. In their curious Antick-wouen garments, 
they imitate and mocke, the Wormes and Adders that 
muſt eate them. They ſhew the ſwellings of their mind, 
in the ſwellings and plumpings out of their apparrayle. 
Gorgeous Ladies of Courr, neuer was I admitted fo 
nere any of you, as to ſee how you torture poore olde 
Time with ſpunging , pynning and pounſing : but they 
ſay his ſicle you haue burſtin twaine, to make your Peri- 
wigs moreeleuated arches of. 

1 dare not meddlewith yee, ſince the Phyloſopher 
that too intentiuely gaz'd on the ſtars, ſtumbled and fell 
into a ditch : and many gazing too immoderatly on our 
earthly ftarres,fal in the end into the ditch of al vnclean- 
neſſe. Onely this humble caucatlet me giue you by the

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way, that thou lookethe diuell come not to you, in the 
' likenes of a Taylor or Painter z that how euer you diſ- 
iſe your bodies,you lay not on your colours ſo thick, 
at they ſtake into your ſoules. That your skinnes be- 
ing too white without, your {oules benot al black with- 
Its. 

It is not your pinches, your purles, your floury iag- 
gings, ſuperfluous enterlacings , and puffings vp, that 
can any way offend God, butthe puffing vp of your 
ſoules, Fs $ranank you expreſſe. For as the biting of 
| Abuller, is notthat which poiſons the buller,bur the ly- 
ing of the Gunpowder in the dint of the biting; ſo ir is 
not the wearing of coſtly burniſht pant, that ſhall 
bee abieed-vnto you for ſinne , butthe pride of your 
harts, which (like the Moath) lies cloſely ſhrouded a- 
mongſtthe thrids of that apparell. Nothing elle is ga- 
riſh apparcll , but Prides vicer broken forth. How will 
you attire your ſclues, what gowne,what head-tire will 
you put on, when you ſhall lue in Hell amongſt Haggs 
and diuels ? 

As many iagges, bliſters and ſcarres , ſhall Toades, 
Cankers and Serpents , make on your pure skinnes in 
the graue,as now-you haug cuts, iagges or rayſings,vp- 
on your garments. In the marrow of your bones ſnakes 
ſhall breede. Your morne-like chriſtall countenances, 
ſhall be netted ouer, and (Masker-like) cawle-viſarded, 
with crawling venemous wormes. Your orient teeth, 
Toades ſhall fteale into their heads for pearle ; Of the 
zelly of your decaicd eyes, ſhall they engender them 
young. In their hollow Caues , (their tranſplendent 
mycec ſo pollutionately employd, ) ſhelly Snailes ſhall 
keepe houſc. 
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O what is beauty more then witid-blowhe bladdee, 
that it ſhould forget whereto it is borne. It is the foode 
of cloying-concupiſcence living, and the ſubſtance of 
the moſt noyſome infeCtion _ dead.

Thy 
winding-ſheete ſhall ſee thee in none of thy ſilks or fhi- - 
ning oh : To ſhew they are not of God, when thoa 
gocltto God,thou ſhalt lay chem al of. Then ſhalt thou 
reſtore to euery creature , what thou haſt robd him of. 
All the Leaſes which duſtler out to life, atthe day of 
death thall be returned againe into his hands. In skins 
of beaſtes Adam and Exe were clothed , in novght but 
thine owne skinne, at the day of iudgement ſhalt thou 
be clothed. Ifthou beeſt more deformed, then the age 
wherin thou diedſt ſhold raake thee;the diuel ſhal ſtand 
vp and certifie, that with painting & phylicking thy vi- 
ſage,thou ſo deformedlt it z VWhereto God ſhall reply, 
What haue I ro doe with thee,thou painted ſepulchet? 
Thou haſt ſo differenced & diuorced thy ſelfe from thy 
creation, that I know not thee for my creature. 

The print of my finger thou haſtdefaced , ard with 
Arts-vaniſbing varniſhyner, made thy felt a changeling 
from the forme 1 firſt caſtthee in;- Sathan take her to 
thee, with blacke boyling Pitch , rough caſt oner her 
counterfeit red and white : and whereas ſhe was wont, 
in Aﬀes milke to bathe her, ro engraine her skin more 

entle, plyant, delicate and ſupple, in bubling ſcalding 
Td, and fatty flame-feeding Brimſtone, ſeethou'vn« 
ceſſantly bathe her. With glowing hor yrons, ſindge 
2 and 
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and ſuckevp that adulterized (infull beauty, wherewith 
\h< hath branded her ſelfe co infelicity. 

O female pride,this is but the dalliance ofthy doom 
but the intermiſſiie recreation of thy torments. Th 
greatnelle of thy paines I want portentous words te 

rtray. Wherein ſocuer thou haſt tooke extream de 


light and glory, therein ſhalt chou be plagued with ex. 


Periwigs, lowe dangled downe with loue-lockes, ſhale 
thou haue thy head fide, dangled downe with more 
Snakes then euer it had hayres. Inthe moulde of thy 
braine, ſhall they claſpe their mouthes, and gnawing 
through euery part of thy {cull , enſnarle their teeth a- 
moneſt thy braines, as an Angler enſnarleth his hooke 
among(t weedes. - 

For thy rich borders, ſhalt thou haue a number of 
diſcoloured Scorpions rould vp together , and Cocka- 
trices that kill with their veric {ight, ſhall continually 
ſtand ſpirting fiery poyſon in thine eyes. In the hollow 
Cauec of thy mouth, Baſiliskes ſhall keepe houſe, and 
ſupply thy talke with hifling when chou ſtriueſt to ſpeak. 
Ar thy breaſts (as at Cleopatras) Aſpiſſes ſhal be put our 
to nurſe. For thy Carcanets of pearle, ſhalt thou haue 
Carcanets of Spiders, or the greene venemous flies 
Cantharides. Hels torments were no torinents , if in- 
uention might conceic them. As no eye hath {cene,no 
eare hath heard , no tongue can expreſle , no thought 
comprehend, the ioies prepared for the Ele&t,lono eye 
hath ſcene,nocare hath heard,no thought can compre- 
hend, the pains prepared for the reiected. 

Women, as the paines ofthe diucls ſhal be doubled, 


that gac about bourcly tempting, and ſecking a 
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they may denoure , ſo except you ſoone lay holde on 
gagce.your paines in hel(aboue mers) ſhal be doubled, 
for millions haue you rerapted,milions of men(both in 
foule and ſubſtance)haue you deuoured. To you,halfe 
your husbands damnation(as to Exah)will be imputed. 
Pride is your natural finne,that woman you account as 
common, which is not coy & proude, VWomanehead, 
you deeme nothing elſe , bur a diſJainefull maieſticall 
cariage. Being but a ribbe of man,you will think to 0- 
uer-rule himyou ought tobe ſubic&t roo. Watch ouer 
your pathes,look ro your waies, leaſt the Serpent(long 
ſince) hauing ouer-maiſtred one of you, ouer-maiſter 
all of you , one after another. Baniſh Pride from your 
Bours , andthe lineall diſcents of your other finnes are 
cut off, you will ſeeme Saints and not women. Butfor 
you , men would nere be ſo proud, nere care to goe ſo 
gorgeouſly, Nere ferch ſo many newfangles from o- 
ther Countries , you haue corrupted them, you haue 
tempted them, halfe of your pride you haue deuided 
with them. No Nation hath any exceſſc, bur they haue 
made ir theirs, Certaine glaſſes there are, wherein a 
man ſeeth the image of another,and not his own: thoſe 
glaſſes are their eyes , for in them they ſee the image of 
other Countries. and not their owne. Other Countries 
faſhions they ſee, but neuer looke backe to the attire of 
their fore-fathers, or confider what ſhapetheir owne 
Country ſhould giuethem. 
Themiſtocles pur all his fclicitie, in being diſcended 
from anoblelinage. Si/monzdes, to beweli-beloued of 
his people or Cittizens. Ant/f mnes,inrengwne after his 
death. Eagl:ſbmez put all their telicitie iy goingpom- 
poully and gariſhly: rhey care not how they impoueriſh 
| T2 7 their 
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their ſubſtance ,. to ſeeme rich to the outward appea- 
rance. What wiſe man is there, that makes the cagor 
couer of any thing, ritcher then the thing it ſelte which 


it .containeth or coucreth ? Our garments, (which are 
caſes and couers for our bodies,)we compad of Pearle 
' andgolde, our bodies theinſelues are nought but clay 


and purrifaction. 

Ifcas the caſe or couer of any thing, keeps it fro duſt 
or from ſoyling,) ſo our coſtly skinne-caſes, could k 
vs from conſuming to duſt , orbcing fin-foiled, it were 
ſome-what : but they (contrariwiſe) reſolue into duſt, 
they areno Armours againſt olde age , but ſuch as are 
harmed by olde age. They weare away with continu- 
ance, cuen as Time doth weare and fore-walke vs; Our 
ſoules they keep not from fin-{oyling, bur are the only 
inſtruments, ſo to ſoile and ſin-ecliple them. They are 
a ſecond fleſh-afiſting priſon, and further corrupting 
weight of corruption, caſt on our ſoules,to keepe them 
from ſoaring to heauen. 

Decke our ſelues how we will, in all our royalty, we 
cannot equalize one of the Lillics of the fielde, as they 
wither, ſo ſhall we wanze and decay, and our place no 
more be found. Though ourſpan-long yourhly prime, 
bloſſomes foorth eye-banquerting flowers, though our 
delicious gleaming features, make vs ſeemethe Sonnes 
and Daughters ofthe Graces,though we gliſter itneuer 
ſo in our worme-ſpunne robes , and gold-floriſht gar- 
ments, yet in the graue ſhall we rot: from our redolen- 
reſt refined compoſitions, ayre peſtilenzing ſtinkes,and 
breath-choking poyſnous vapours ſhall iſſue,

them. Thoſe of thy people, thar in all other things are 
miſerable,in their apparel will be prodigall. No Land 
can ſo vnfallibly experience this Prouerbe, The hoode 
makes not th: Monke,as thou:for Tailors,Seruing-men, 
Make-ſhifts and Gentlemen, in thee are confounded.

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- offaith : they famiſh and ſtarue them, in not ſupplying 
them with ghoſtly cheriſhment. O ſoule,of all humahte 
parts the moſt diuineſt & ſoucraigneſt, of al thereſt art 
thou the moſtdeſpicable and wretched ? Not any part 
ofthe body but thou conſulteſt and careſt for. To eue- 
ry part is thy care more auailcable then thy ſelf. Impart | 
but the tenths of it on thy ſelfe, be not more curious of | 
a wimple or ſpotin thy veſture,then thou art of ſpotting 
and thorow-ſtayning thy deere-bought Spirit, withten t 
thouſand abhominations.

We here in London, what for tc 
drefling our (clues , following our worldly affaires, di- dc 
ning, ſupping, and keeping company, haue noleiſure, wt 
notonly not to watch againſt finne,but not ſo much as ; ale 
once to thinke of ſinne. In bedde,wiucs muſt queſtion an 
their husbands about houſe-keeping,and prouiding for | 
their children and famile.

: One thing itis for a man to lift vp himſelfe to God, 
another thing to lift vp himſelt againſt God. Inprank- 
ing vp our carcaſes too proudly , we liftvp our fleſh a- 
gainſt God. 1In lifting vp our fleſh, we depreſle our ſpi- 
rits. Londoy,lay off thy gorgeous attire,and caltdowne 
thy ſelfe before God incontrition and prayer, leaſt hee 
caſt thee downe in his indignation into hell-fire, 
Greeuouſly haſt thou offended, and teanſgreſled a- 
gainſt his divine maieſty , in turning that to pride, 
which was alotted thee for a puniſhment.

Thelaſt Daughter of Pride, is Delicacy, vader which 
' 1s contained, Gluttony, Luxury, Sloth,& Securty.But 
| properly,Delicacy isthe ſinne of our London Dames.So 
delicate arethey in their dyet,ſo dainty and puling fine 
in their ſpeech, ſo tiptoe-nice in treading onthe earth, 
as though they walkt vpon Snakes, and fear'dto treade 
hard, leaftthey ſhould turne againe. Their houſes, ſo 
V pickedly 
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(like Abrahams or Lot,)they were to receiue Angels. The 
floare vnder foote,gliſteringly rubbed and glaſed,that a 
Iew (iflic ſhould behold it,) would ſuſpect it for Holy 
ground. »K 
Nothing aboutthem, but is wealth-boaſtingly , and 
elaborately beautified : onely their ſoules they keepe 
poore & beggerly- fob ſcrapt his ſores with aporſhard, 
if rhey hane any fore, or noiſome malady about them, 
they will ouer-gilde it, and make it{cem more amiable 
then any other part of the body. Their habirations they 
make ſo reſplendent and pleaſurable on earth,that they 
haue no mind to goe to heauen. Into heauens pleaſures 
they cannot ſee, for their eyes are dazled with terreſti- 
all delights. Thoſe that will haue their harts thorowly 
enflamed, with the ioics of the world to come, mutt 
place no ioy in this world,nor frame to themſchues any 
obie& that may too much content.

Delicacy is nought but the art of ſecurity, and for- 
_ mortality.lt is a kind of Alchimical quinteſſen- 
ing a heauen out of earth. It is the exchanging of an e- 
ternall heauen, for aſhort momentary, imperfect hea- 
uen. Bleſſed are they, that by pining and excruciatin 
their bodies, liuc in hell here on 41% 2a auoid the hef 
neuer ending. Many of the Saints and Martyrs of the 
Primitive Church, when they might haue ſpent their 
daiesin all affluence and delicacy, and liu'd out of gun- 
ſhot of miſery, hauc notwithſtanding,tooke vnto | a 
the contemptibleſt poucrty that might be. 
ER They 
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They haue abandoned all rheir goods and poſſeſſi. 
ons, and in the Wildernefſe conuerſed with penurie 
and ſcarcity, to beate downe and keepe vnder their re- 
bellious fleſh. Some of them haue drunk puddle water, 
& fed onthe lothſomeſt things that might be, to bring 
their affeQion out of loue with this noting infelicity: 
Some of them haue grated & rawed their ſmooth ten. 
der skinnes, with haire ſhirts and rough garments, that 
they might liue in vnceſſant ſmart, & take no caſe or 
reſt in this life, whereno reſt or eaſe is to be taken vp but 
- only awarch-mans lodge,to ſoiourne in for anight: or 

ſuch a houſe as the Moath builderh in a garment. | 

Others all naked, on ſharpe ſhreds of broken fline, 
and fragments of of potſheards,haue ſpred their weary 
limbs, that luſt in their fleepe _ not aſlaile them, 
Holy S. /eromr, in the Deſert thou builts chee a Cell,to 
live outof the haunts of coflcupiſcence,where parched 
and broiled in Sommer, with the raging beames of the 
Sun, and quiuering and quaking in Vinter , all riueld 
and weather-beaten, with the tharp driuing ſhours,and 
freezing Northern-winde , thou drunkeſtno kind of li- 
quor,butthe lce-chilled water from the cold Fountain, 
noreats any meate bur tough dried roots. Onthe bare 

round thou lodged{t,and with abſtinence and want of 
owe, lookedſtpale and wan. This didft thou to mor- 
tific thy inſurretiue maſle of corruption. This didft 
thou to teach mortification and ſobriety,ro thele licen- 
tious times of ours. 

No courſe doe wee take to mortifie the Lawe of our 
members : all mortification,we cenſure by the name of 
ſuperſtition , our faſts are no falts, but preparariues ro 
Euening fcaſts: our mourning is like the mourning of

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an Heyre, who then laughes inward, when hee weepes 
moſt ourward. Ir is not prayer alone may kill the olde 
- maninvs, cither it muſt be ſanCified and aſſiſted with 
faſting & abſtinence,or it cannot caſt out a ſpirit of ſuch 
might. Ir 1s heauenly policy as well as humane policie, 
ro weaken our enemy before we fight with him. Wee 
muſt weaken our enemy & Gods enemy, the fleſn,with 
abſtinence and faſting, before we fight with him, or els 
he will be too ſtrong tor vs. F 
Phyſitions miniſter Purgations before they apply a- 
ny Medicine. Surgions lay Corſtues to any wound, to 
cate out the dead-fleſh ere they can cure it. Abſtinence 
and faſting, are as Coraſiues to eate out the dead-fleſh 
of glutrony,drunkennes,8 concupiſcence in our loins, 
which ſoproieted and eaten out,Chriſtis thatkind Sa- 
maritan that will come and bind vp oar wounds,& car- 
| rievs home with him,to hiShouſe or Kingdome euerla- 
ſting. Thus much of Delecacy in generall, nowmore 
particularly of his firſt branch, Gluttony : which if any 
Country vnder heauen be culpable of England's. 

All our friendſhip & curteſie,is nothing but gluttony. 
Great men ſhew their ſtate & magnificence in nothing 
ſo much as gluttony. The birth day of our Sauiour, his 
ReſurreRion and Aſcenſion , wee honour onely with 
gluttony.How many Cookes, Apothecaries,Confe@i- 
oners;zand Vintners in London, grow purſic by glutto- 
nie? Vnder Gluttony, I ſhrowde not onely exceſſe in 
meate, but in drink alſo. Our full platters and our plen- 
tifull cups , vnaptvs to any exerciſe of Chriſtianitie or 

rayer. We do nothing bu fatten our ſoules to Hell- 
Kee, Our bodies we bumbaſt and baliſt with engorging 
diſeaſes. Diſeaſes ſhorten our daies, therfore whoſoc- 
uer 
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uer englutteth himſelfe, is guilty ofhis owne death and 
damnation.

Hee that loueth dainty fare, ſhall feele ſcarcity. Yexter -» "ag 


mero eſtuans diſpumat libidinem. The belly abounding 
with wine and good cheere, vomiteth forth luſt. Glut- 
tony were no ſinne, ornot ſo heynous as itis, did itnot 
pluck on a number of other heynous ſinnes with it : or 
that wee ſo engorging our ſelues, infinite of our poore 
brethren, hungerd & ttaru'd notin the ſtreets, for want 
of the leaſt diſh on our Tables. Very largely haueI in- 
ueighed againſt this vice elſewhere, ch heere I 
will cruſle it vp raore ſuccin@; Text vpon TextI could 
heape, to ſhew the inconuenience of it. In London] 
could exemplify it by many note-worthy ſpecialties, 
but in {o doing, I ſhould but lay downe what euery one 
knowes, and purchaſe no thank for my labour. 

To my iourneys endI haſte, & diſcend to the ſecond 
continent of Delicacy, which is Luſt, or Luxury. In 
complaining of it,I am afraid I ſhal defile good words, 
and too-long detaine my Readers. Iris ain that now 
ſerueth in Lexdoy, in ſteade of an after-noones recreati- 
on Iris atrade,that heretofore thriucd in huggermug- 
ger, but of late daves, walketh openly by day-light,like 
a ſubſtantiall graue Merchant. Of his name or —_— 
ſion, he is not aſhamed: atthe firſt being askt of it, hee 
. will contefſe ir. Into the hart of the City is vacleannes 
crept. Great Patrons it hath got : almoſt none are pu- 
niſht for it that haue a good purſe. Euery Quean vants 
her ſelfc of ſome or other man of Nobility. 

London what are thy Suburbes bur licenſed Stewes, 
Can & be ſo many brothel-houles, of falary ſenſualiry, 
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and ſix-pennywhoredome, (the next doore to the Ma. 
giſtrates)ſhould be ſet vp and maintained, if bribes did 
not beſtirre them > I accuſe none, but certainly iuſtice 
ſome-where is corrupted. Whole Hoſpitals of tenhe

1910n, all auarice and no good works ? becauſe we may 
not build Monaſteries, or rs Maſles,Dirges,or Tren- 
tals ſung for our ſoules,are there no deeds ofmercy that 
, God hath enioined vs ? 

Our dogges are fed with the crumbes that fall from 
our Tables. Our Chriſtian brethren are famiſht, for 
want of the crumbes that fall from our Tables. Take it 
ofmerich-menexpreſly, that it is not your owne which 
you hauepurchaſt with your induſtry : it is part of it the 
poores, part your Princes, part your Preachers. You 
oughtto pofſeſſe no more,then will moderatly ſuſtaine 

heakrdnd your family. Chriſt gaue all the victual 
| Cakades thoſe that locked ro heare his Sermons. We 
bave no fuch promile-foundedplea at the day of al fleth 
3.19 as 
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as that in Chriſts name wehaue done alms-deeds. How 
would we with our charity ſuſtaine ſo many mendicane 
' orders of Religion, as we heretofore haue, and as now 

at this very houre beyond Seaare, if we cannot keepe 
and cherich the caſual] poore amongſt vs ? Neuer was 
there a ſimple liberall relicuer of the poore, but proſpe- 
red in moſt things he went about. The cauſe tharſome 
of you cannot proſper, is, for you put our o little to in- 
tereſt to the poore. 

No thank({-worthy exhibitions, or reaſonable penſi- 
ons, will you contribute ro maymd Souldiors,or poore 
Schollers, as other Nations doe, bur ſuffer other Nati- 
ons with your diſcontented poore,to Arme themſelues 
againſt you.
